S a n F ra n c is c o . May 10th.—The Senate 
Committee continued their investigations 
this m orning into the general relations of 
this coast w ith Canada. General Vandever 
extended an invitation to the comm ittee to 
visit Los Angeles, which Senator H oar will 
probably accept. 
W illiam C. Lynde, a wholesale fish 
dealer, said that he carried on the business 
oí codfisbing for the last twenty-three 
years in Alaska. For the last fifteen years 
his firm had landed over 800 tons of cod­ 
fish every year. The cod banks on this 
coast are extensive, but scattered. Thev 
had been most successful in the southern 
part of the A leutian Islands. At this point 
Mr. Lynde gave way to Mr. E. M. Herrick, 
whom the committee had promised to hear 
first. 
OCR LUMBER INTERESTS. 
Edward M. H errick, representing the 
Pacific Pine and Lumber Company, then 
testified. H e said that the principal lum ­ 
ber produced in California was redwood, 
which is a anecies ot cedar. The lum ber 
production of W ashington Territory, north 
. of Columbia river, was 1,200,000.000 feet. 
The local consumption am ounted to 450 - 
000,000 feet. This left 750,000,000 fett to 
find a m arket by wav of the Pacific ocean. 
There were at least 250,000,000 feet of lum ­ 
ber to-day in that part of the United States 
for w hich no m arket could be found. The 
m ills had shut down now so that the mills 
only ore kept running seventeen days a 
m onth. Lum ber is being sold to day bv 
the cargo at cost. The retail price of lum ­ 
ber is now §18, the cargo price being $14 
There is no agricultural land west of the 
Cascade m ountains. The whole of that 
district is composed of coal and lumber. 
The capacity of the m ills in British Colum­ 
bia am ounts to 200,000,000 feet. 
Their 
m arket is wholly foreign, the local m arket 
being insignificant. 


AT THE EXPENSE OF LABOR. 
There can be no further reduction in the 
price of lum ber on this coast, except at the 
expense of the laborer. These laborers 
were a desirable elem ent in the comm u­ 
nity. being more nearly akin to the yeo­ 
m en of the past than any other class of 
m en. They were very different to the men 
employed in the lum ber mills of Michigan. 
The British Columbia m anufacturer could 
sell lum ber at §14 in this m arket and make 
a profit. This was due to the paternal ten­ 
dencies of the Dominion 
Government. 
There tim ber lands averaged the m anu­ 
facturer $2 per acre. H ere the average 
price was from $12 to $20. 


THE AMERICAN MARKET. 
British Columbia could increase their ca­ 
pacity to supply the American m arket. 
T he three factors in favor of the British 
Columbia manufacturer were : 1. Cheaper 
lands. 2. Cheaper labor, there not being 
so strong a sentim ent against the Chinese 
as here. 3. The leasing of lands by the 
Dominion Government. 
4. A possibly 
lower freight. 
‘Y do not think that any representative 
lum berm an on the American portion of 
this coast has gone into the business in 
British Columbia. If the barrier against 
B ritish Columbia was thrown down, the 
American lum berm an would have to go 
oi# of the business, unless a phenomenal 
state of things existed which prevented 
British Columbia from supplying the de­ 
m and. So far there had been no lum ber 
shipped here, except daring the San Diego 
boom. ’ 


NO MARKET FOR THE SURPLUS. 
In answer to questions put to him by 
Senator Pngh, he said : “ We have full 
control of the American m arket, yet there 
is a surplus of 250.000,000 feet. I see no 
way out of it except by forming a combina­ 
tion among American mill owners. No 
appreciab.e am ount of our surplus is being 
shipped to Australia because we can not 
compete with British Columbia. Home 
competition keeps the price of lumber 
down to cost, bince October 15th lum ber 
had been sold from $2 to $3 less than co st.' 


SALMON- PACKING. 
E. B. Beck, a wholesale salmon-packer 
a: d fruit-eanner, was then called." Last 
year his firm had packed about 100,000 
oases. Six hundred thousand eases were 
shipped last year from this coast to the 
Eastern Stairs, and 400.000 to foreign ports. 
H e did not think there wuoi-i be any par­ 
ticular advantage in reciprocity with Brit­ 
ish Columbia, for the people there did not 
find a home msrKet for their own packed 
goods. 
British Colombia has no large 
towns. The trouble with Alaska is that it 
Isas a great m any rivers, but very few ports. 
Fruit canneries have been staned in Onta­ 
rio and other cities of Eastern Canada. A 
great deal of fruit is being turned out there, 
and our m arket has been praciically cut of! 
in that quarter. The duty on fruit’in Aus­ 
tralia is almost prohibitory.

WT. C. Lynde was then called upon to 
continue his evidence. He said that their 
market was local. They had sent some 
fish to Australia, but it bad not paid very 
well. If it were not for the competition of 
the Eastern fish they would do very well. 
There are as m any codfish on the North 
Pacific as there are on the North Atlantic. 
Codfish and salmon were the chiel fish of 
the North Pacific. There was a great deal 
of halibut, but the people on this coast had 
never taken kindly to it, and his firm had 
lost several thousand dollars in handling 
it. There was no very great fish-eating 
com m unity on this coast. The salmon 
fisheries question in Alaska was still 
an open one. 
Lawyers, doctors and a 
whole host of inexperienced men had gone 
into the business, and he thought they 
would be very much disappointed at the 
results. The cause of this was not merely 
their ineiperience, b at because they would 
not meet with the runs which they ex­ 
pected. Seventy-five vessels were probably 
engaged in the salmon business on this 
coast. 
George Tasheira, manager of the Codfi ih 
Trading Company, was next asked a few 
questions. 
In reply he said that the com­ 
pensation of the men employed bv his firm 
depended entirely upon the catch. The 
ontfit was provided entirely by the owners. 
T he salmon fisheries of Alaska he thongbt 
had largely become speculative enterprises. 
D aring the last five or six years he had 
made nothing in his business.

M a k e s a C h a ra c te r is tic S p eech a t th e 
S c o tc h -lrifth C onvention* 
C o lu m b ia (Tenn.), May 10th.—At the 
Scotch-Irish Convention to-day a num ber 
of addresses were made by prom inent pe.*- 
sons. Commissioner of Pensions Tanner 
spoke at some length, and in the course of 
his speech said : 
“ For long years I hat e 
had one conscientious conviction in m y 
heart w hich is stronger to-day than ever 
before, namely, that it is the bounden duty 
of this great republic to see to it that no 
m an who wore the blue and wore it in 
honor shall ever feel the necessity or be 
perm itted to crawl under the roof of an 
almshouse 
for 
shelter. 
The 
wolf 
of 
w ant m ust 
in 
common 
decency 
be 
driven 
from 
the 
door 
of 
the 
m aim ed or disabled veterans, and of the 
widows and orphans of those who have 
already laid down their lives.” 
After giv­ 
ing some statistics, showing the num ber of 
pensioners, receiving different rates from 
$100 per m onth up to $375 per m onth, 
the Commissioner added : 
“ For twenty 
years, and under varying circumstances, I 
have plead the cause of mv comrades who 
wore the blue. For twenty years I have 
been able only to plead, but now I am 
thankful at these finger tips there rests 
some power, and that power is mine. I 
broadly say that I propose, as soon as pos­ 
sible. to call in every one of the certificates 
of pension figures of which I have named, 
and reissue them on the basis of the truth, 
that no m an ought to be down upon the 
pension roll of the United States for less 
than the miserable pittance of $! per week, 
though I may ring from the hearts of snuie 
the prayer, ’God save the surplus.’ This 
and some other things too num erous to go 
into detail about, 1 propose to do if mv life 
be spared and m y official existence be not 
cut short. I am clearly of the opinion that 
I voice the popular sentim ent of this coun­ 
try, when I unhesitatingly declare that a 
wise policy demands th a f in treating with 
those who have a just cluim before this 
country, 1 should cease to h u n t for merely 
technical reasons with which to defeat those 
claims, and to devote a little of our tim e at 
least to helping the^e claimants who, in the 
past, did not hesitate to help the country 
in its hour of dire peril.” 


C n iE F O F T H E C H E R O K E E ?. 


P ro s p e c t T h a t th e S trip W ill N ot S oou bo 
O p e n to S e ttle rs . 
T a iia le q u a h (I. T.), May 10th.—This 
morning your correspondent called upon 
the Chief of the Cherokees at his apart­ 
ments in the Government 1‘alace, and was 
received in a very courteous and courtly 
manner. The Chief talked freely concern­ 
ing matters of public interest, "and when 
asked as to when the Commission would 
arrive, said he had received a letter from 
W ilson, the Arkansas member, 
asking 
w hat arrangements were being made in the 
Cherokee nation regarding the coming con­ 
ference. The Chief had replied that the 
Cherokee nation could take no action until 
they were officially notified that the United 
States wishes to negotiate with them con­ 
cerning the Cherokee outlet, and as yet the 
nation has received no Bitch official com­ 
munication from W ashington,consequently 
thev would wait until the Commission ar­ 
rived in Tahalequah. 
The Chief 
said 
G,(100,000 acres of land, which the outlet 
embraced, were held in common by the 
Cherokee people, as provided for in the 
Constitution, and before it could be sold to 
the United States an am endm ent to the 
Cherokee Constitution would be necessary. 
There is a division oí opinion as to the 
m anner of procedure 
that should 
be 
adopted by the Cherokee Government in 
the m atter. There are two political par­ 
ties, the Nationalists and the Downiugs. 
The Chief is a Downing, and has not been 
in harm ony with the Nationalist members 
of the National Council since his election 
in 18S7. when his seat was contested by the 
N ationalist party, 
and 
the Chief "was 
obliged to call the Cherokee m ilitary to his 
aid. 
Now the Chief proposes to ignore the 
Council in the m atter concerning the Cher­ 
okee strip. It is said the Chief will cause a 
mass meeting of the citizens to take action 
looking toward a conference with the Com­ 
mission. 
Ex-Chief Bushyhead, ex-Chief Ross and 
Colonel W. P. Baudinot, editor of the na­ 
tional organ of the Cberokees, are three of 
the most influential Cnerokees in the na­ 
tion. They all belong to the Nationalist 
party. Bushyhead lived in California for 
nineteen years. 
He has a brother now- 
living in San Diego. These gentlemen 
were seen by your correspondent and they 
are of the opinion that the cuief's position 
is untenable, and that he will be obliged to 
recede from it; that if he does not there 
will be trouble. They showed your corre­ 
spondent the article of the Cherokee Consti­ 
tution which expressly provides that all 
matters of this nature shall be acted u d o u 
by the National Council. 
Although there is a difference as to the 
mode of procedure that should be adopted 
iu regard to negotiating with the United 
States Government, all are opposed to sell­ 
ing the land at $1 25 per acre, or even at $3, 
wnich they say has been offered them by a 
cattle syndicate. Y our correspondent is of 
the opinion that inasm uch as they will not 
accept $3 per acre, and as the United States 
Government would hardly pay that much, 
even tboueb it was worth more, the open­ 
ing ot the strip will not be consummated 
for some tim e to come. 


U N IO N V E T E R A N S . 


C o rp o ra l T a n n e r S a y s T h a t D e m o c ra tic

Kx-Union soldiers are 
to be protected in Federal offices under the 
present A dm inistration, even though they 
are Democrats, if their records as officers 
are good. Commissioner of Pensions T an­ 
ner, in a letter to Special Exam iner Shank 
at L im a,0 ., declining to accept his resigna­ 
tion simply because he is a Democrat, says 
that he (Tanner) does not occupy his posi­ 
tion for the purpose of turning ont ex­ 
Union soldiers because they are Democrats, 
and that so long as he has his way the boys 
who helped preserve the Union will be 
kept in their places, if they are good ofllcers. 
regardless of politics. 
It is understood that 
this is the outline of the policy which is to 
he pursued in all of the executive depart­ 
ments. Shank, in his letter to the Com­ 
missioner resigning from his position, states 
that he served in the war for th e Union, 
but that he is a Democrat, and that since 
this is a Republican Administration he be­ 
lieves it will be incom patible w i’h the pol­ 
itics of the A dm inistration to retain him 
in office, and therefore be desires to be re­ 
lieved. The Commissioner, in his letter, 
says that unless Shank insists upon his 
resignation being accepted he will refuse 
to transm it it to the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior.

T E R R IF IC ST O R M . 


N ew Y o rk , N ew J e r s e y a n d P e n n sy lv a n ia 
H a v e a C y c lo n e . 
N ew Y o r k , May 10th.—The weather to­ 
day was intensely hot, the mercury reach­ 
ing 92° in the shade. 
At 4 o’clock in tfie 
afternoon the clouds began to gather in the 
western and southern sky and soon swept 
on towards the Jersey and New York 
shores. A tremendous gale of wind de­ 
veloped and m uch damage was done at 
Bnrlington, N. J., while sweeping over the 
face of that State, the gale blowing fifty 
miles an hour, whirled volumes of gray 
dust from the soil, which was carried be­ 
fore the storm, when it at last swept down 
on Jersey City. Jti3t about sur.set the sky 
assumed a brassy hue, and the Jersey shore 
was soon lost sight of. 
The storm quickly swept over the bay 
and river and was upon this city, licking 
the streets clear of dust at one mom ent 
and drifting them again, with the city's 
refuse and 
red sand of Jersey. 
Men. 
women and children on the streets were 
blinded by the sand, and groped for frees 
or clung to fences, unable to see and afraid 
to . move. 
The tall Tribune and Times 
buildings, on one side of Park row. were 
not visible from the other side. W agons 
and cabs were overturned, street-car win­ 
dows broken in, and over all continued a 
terrific roar of a cyclonic tempest. The 
storm continued in this city for nearly 
half an hour. 
W hen the rain began to 
fail the atm osphere was cleared and the 
wind calmed down. 
Reports ol the damage are pouring in 
now. The area covered by the reports is 
Southern New York, Eastern Pennsylvania, 
M aryland, 
Delaware, 
Connecticut 
and 
Massachusetts. 
No deaths are reported in 
this city, but m any painful casualties. 
Many of the wire poles rem aining are 
down, and signs and broken glu3s are 
strewn on the walks. In the harbor the 
ferry-boats were blown about well nigh 
helpless. Flag-poles were hurled to the 
ground, and the ¡eniains of the Centennial 
decorations are strewn over the streets. 
The storm swept across Long Island. 
Buildings were olown down, huge piles of 
lum ber .scattered and awnings, signs, etc.. 
carried from their fastenings and linrled 
through the streets. The ferryboat Flush­ 
ing was ju st approacfiing the slip on this 
side of the river when the w hirlwind 
struck her and turned her alm ost com­ 
pletely around and dashed her against one 
of the bulkheads. A num ber of the pas­ 
sengers, mostly ladies, were throw n down 
with great force arid great excitement pre­ 
vailed. The storm interfered greatly with 
the working of the telegraph wires radiat­ 
ing from the city. 
At Fair Haven, Conn.. men were buried 
in the wreckage of a new house while 23 
working 
outside were 
hurled through 
air with fatal results to some, and severe 
injuries to all. 
At Point of Rocks, Md., 25 men, who 
were at work on a railroad tr°stle over the 
river at that point, were swept off into the 
water 00 feet below, and at Palm yra, Penn., 
m any houses are in ruins and the inmates 
homeless, if alive. 
At W illiamsport, Pa., B arnum ’s show 
was stampeded. 
There was a panic of fear 
lest the tent should fall. Three cages of ani­ 
mals were overturned and an antelope was 
killed. The trum peting of the elephants 
caught trader the falling canvas caused 
intense fright and confusion. Many of the 
performers, men and women, were shock­ 
ingly hurt. There are m any stories of 
barns wrecked by lightning, and great 
num bers 
of 
anim als 
killed. 
Several 
churches in the tiail of the storm have 
been ruined.

W a s h in g to n , May 10th.—Consul Cisco 
reports to the State Departm ent that ou 
the 0;h instant the bridge across the Itlo 
Grand, connecting 
Laredo, Texas, and 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, was completed and 
opened with appropriate ceremonies. 
A 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired by 
sections of the i'n i'e d States artillery sta­ 
tioned at Fort McIntosh, and a company 
of Mexican infam y was in the parade. 
There were two Texas and two Mexican 
bands of mu.-ic. A procession from each 
town met at the center of the bridge, at 
which place orations were delivered bv 
distinguished orators from the two Re­ 
publics. 
Business was suspended. 
At 
night a ball was given. 
The utm ost good feeling prevailed. The 
festivities continued until morning. The 
bridge will facilitate trade between the two 
towns and countries and cheapen trans­ 
portation. The structure is a Pratt truss, 
810 feet long, w ith six spans, supported by 
stone abutm ents at each end, and five 
tubular piers, five feet in diameter, filled 
with concrete and placed on rock founda­ 
tions. The bridge is of steel. The work 
was commenced December 29. 1888, and 
the bridge finished A pril 0. 1889, at a cost 
of $80,000. The bridge is owned by the 
National Tramway Company, and was 
built by United States money. 


J im C row C are. 
W a s h in g to n , May 10th.—The following 
decision was issued to-day by the Inter­ 
state Commission in the case" of W illiam 
H. Heard, a colored passenger, vs. the 
Georgia Railroad Company. The opinion

R A IL R O A D C O M M E R C E . 


E ffe c t o í th e C a n a d ia n R o a d s o n A m e ri­ 
c a n L in e s. 
N ew Y o r k , May 10th.—The Senate Com­ 
m ittee to-day heard the testimony of the 
leading business men of New York in ref 
erence to theAransportation problems. 
President Smith of the New York Cham­ 
ber of Commerce testified that it was the 
opinion of the body he represented that 
the interstate commerce law had performed 
some valuable service, but the body also 
believed the law capable of am endm ent 
and revision in the interest both of the 
railroads and the public. The body has 
been induced by the successes of the" New 
York State Railroad Commission in the 
work of preventing discrim ination against 
New York city to sustain and approve the 
Interstate Commission. It had been found, 
however, that the long-and-sbort-haul sec­ 
tion of the interstate commerce law has de­ 
creased the exportation of grains. Hour and 
other products on through contracts from 
the West to the seaboard, anil lias conse­ 
quently retarded the development of the 
entire West and its farming lands. The 
export price of Hour or grams is fixed in 
London. Chicago makes the price for the 
West. The question whether producís of 
this sort can lie exported depends upon the 
cost of transportation from Chicago, for 
example to Liverpool or other European 
seaports. The balance of trade in oar favor 
with all foreign countries, which was $209,- 
000,OH) in 1881, has been reduced so that 
the balance of trade was against us last 
year to the am ount of Í-2S,00(1,000. 
In the opinion of Smith, the long-and- 
sbort-haul prohibition should at least be 
amended, so far as exjmrts to foreign coun­ 
tries were concerned. 
If som ething in this 
direction is not done, we shall very likely 
lose hold upon Enropean markets, and the 
India. Russia and Black Sea districts will 
usurp our place. a3 they are already com­ 
mencing to do. Sm ith also said that the 
Chamber of Commerce is of opinion that 
absolute prohibition against pooling is un­ 
wise. Smith was ot the opinion person­ 
ally concerning competition between the 
Canadian line and American trnnk lines, 
that the Canadian line has been of very 
great advantage, and is still of great im- 
jxwtance to large m ills with over $2,000,­ 
000 capacity, in such localities as Lewis- 
town, Saco and Biddeford, Maine. They 
are enabled to send their goods direct to 
Chicago as cheap, and sometimes cheaper, 
than they can land them in Boston and 
New York. 
Smith also asserted a sa fact that the Can­ 
adian Pacific Railway and the steamship 
line to-day transport nearly all the cotton 
goods shipped from the United States to 
India, China, Japan and Red Sea ports. 


H o w th e G irls in a W e s t Sid© F a c to ry 
S e c u re C a rria g e R id es. 
“I don’t think women faint as easily as 
they would have us men believe,” re­ 
marked a horny-handed young man who is 
employed in a W est side factory. 
“There are a num ber of girls in the 
shop,” he continued, “who work where 
the heat is 
often oppressive, and ev­ 
ery 
now 
and 
then 
a 
girl 
suc­ 
cumbs 
to 
the 
heat 
and faints 
dead 
away. 
T he head of the firm in a kind- 
hearted man, and he has given instruc­ 
tions to the foreman, in events of this 
kind, to order a carriage and send the 
girl home. 
A girl who can faint fluently 
is an object of envy and adm iration among 
the other girls, and she is sometimes re­ 
garded with jealous suspicion, too. 
“ Not long ago a serious accident hap­ 
pened to one of the girls w hile at work, 
and then followed one of the most har­ 
rowing fainting recitals I ever witnessed. 
The girls fell iu all directions; some went 
into hysterics and others had fits and tried 
to bite the gallant workmen who endeavored 
to revive them. 
As fast as they fell they 
were carried out of the fainting depart­ 
ment. and a doctor, who had been sent for 
at the time of tlie accident, applied restor­ 
atives. Then, when they were able to travel, 
they were sent home in barouches, car­ 
riages and coupes, each girl in charge of a 
trusty male employe. 
A fat blonde, who 
was among the first to lapse into litter un­ 
consciousness, was being carried out by a , 
little sparrow-legged Norwegian, who had 
clasped her about the waist from behind. 
As he staggered along uader his burden tiie 
obliging girl held her feet clear of the floor 
to make the trip easier for him . 
But slie 
went home in u carriage just the same. 
W ell, the excitem ent had about died out 
when a big, red-cheeked, 200-pound girl, 
who had never before been known to faint, 
suddenly slid into a state of coma.

dozen muscular workmen got a plank un­ 
der the girl, and carried her out to an­ 
other room, where an attem pt was made to 
revive her, but w ithout avail. 
“The doctor was feeling her pulse, an­ 
other girl was plying a fan, the foreman 
was pouring w ater down her back, and two 
men were slapping her feet when a big po­ 
liceman came in to make a police report 
of the accident. H e approached the group 
surrounding the unconscious girl, when 
she accidentally opened one eye.

I)r. Andrew J . Smith, in the A pril 
Harper's, considers tlie family physician 
in the light of new conditions and ad­ 
vantages resulting from the marvelous ad­ 
vance of the medical sciences. 
More than 
ever the family physician is called, be­ 
cause empowered, to be the constant sani­ 
tary w atcher and guardian of the family, 
as well as the healer in sicknes®, and to a 
great extent instead of the healer and bet­ 
ter than the healer. 
If competent to his 
profession, he can now detect and baffle 
the insidious approaches of disease that no 
learning of a past generation could have 
anticipated and th at no remedial power 
then or now could stay after a few months 
or perhaps weeks of unnoticed progress, 
lie can now expose the deadly secrets that 
often lurk in tlie fairest homes, waters, 
aliments and surroundings, and prescribe 
the means by which they may be eradi­ 
cated or avoided. 
He can search the con­ 
dition or tendency of every constitution 
and of every organ, and take care of them 
as against errors of regimen, education or 
action. 
Briefly, in professional equipm ent 
the competent physician now contrasts 
w ith the old doctor much as the little girl 
put it when asked if her papa practiced 
extensively: “ Oh, no! he does not have to 
practice—he knows how.” 
Though in re­ 
ality he “ knows how” but a little as yet. 
and still “ has to practice” too much) in 
the old tentative way, yet comparatively 
lie has_ become an expert, and is rapidly 
advancing, and whatever else he does not 
know, lie now knows better than to “ prac­ 
tice” any more than is absolutely unavoid­ 
able. 
New responsibility, new value and 
new honor are accum ulating upon the 
medical 
profession, demanding 
higher 
aims anti standards, anti also a better and 
firmer status for the family physician, as a 
settled supervisor of the family health, in 
distinction from the specialist, whom he 
should call to his assistance at need. 
The 
proposition implies a change from the fee 
system to the salary, and from calling the 
doctor in sickness to the doctor in health, 
to see that it is preserved, by watchful su­ 
pervision w ithin doors and without.

In th e C ase o f th * M m xlng D r. C ro n in —A 
R id e w ith a C o rp se . 
_ C h ic a g o , May 10th.—The most startling 
information in the mysterious case of the 
missing Irish-Am erican, Dr. P. H. Cronin, 
came out to-night. 
Last night an officer 
from the Twelfth-street station arrested a 
young man who was trying to sell a white 
horse and wagon in a livery stable near the 
station for a sm all sum ot money. 
W hen 
taken to the station the man gave" his name 
as John Frown, and when asked the routine 
questions always addressed to prisoners, 
betraxed much emotion and asked for ('-am 
tain O'Donnell. 
He was taken to the Cap­ 
tain’s private office, and in the presence of 
severul officers told a startling story of his 
connection with the Cronin mystery. To­ 
day the police investigated the story, and 
found it corroborated by many circum ­ 
stances which tend to show its truthful­ 
ness. 
Brown's real name is Frank ti. W ood­ 
ruff, and he has been working for Dean <fc 
Co., livery stable keepers at 40-1 Webs er 
avenue. H is story, os reported by the 
authorities, is to the effect that a week ago 
Wednesday in a talk with a man named 
W illiam King, he (Woodruff) bad com­ 
plained of being out ot money, having lost 
considerable at playing cards, and said that 
it was necessary for him to secure some­ 
thing to do that would pay better m an 
working in a livery stable. King said he 
could put Woodruff in a way of making 
some money eaay. Saturday "evening, just 
at dusk. King called Woodruff out ot the 
stable and asked if he could get a horse and 
wagon out without anyone knowing it and 
said he would give W oodruff $25 if he 
would do it. 
Woodruff said he coubJ, and 
a place of meeting at 2 in the m orning was 
agreed upon. 
Woodruff left the wagon outdoors in the 
alley before going to bed, and when all the 
other employes hud retired he stole noise­ 
lessly down stairs, took out a horse, hitched 
up and, meeting King, they drove together 
to a barn in the rear of a" big house on 
State street. 
As they wheeled up in front 
of the barn two men came out. One was a 
m an whom Woodruff calls Dick Fairbnrn, 
the other man W oodruff feels sure was Dr. 
Cronin, although it was quite dark at the 
time. 
H e had several opportunities to 
look closely at the m an’s face. 
It appears 
that he answers Cronin’s description in 
m any ways. 
The other m an addressed this person as 
“ Doc.” 
The three men drove straight 
through the aliey to the first cross street, 
over to Dearborn and up Dearborn to Lin­ 
coln park. "1 heard several expressions in 
conversation 
between 
the 
m en,” said 
Woodruff, “ which convinced me there was 
a body in the trunk. 
In the first place I 
noticed that Cronin was very anxious for 
ns to hurry. Two or three times he said 
‘Get out of here boys; get out of here 
quick.' 
“ I noticed the trnnk smelled as if there 
was decaying tlesh within tt. 
We drove 
nearly to the north end of the park, then 
stopped a m inute near some busties. King 
and Fairborn were with me. W e left 
Cronin at the barn, and I remember as I 
looked at him that one of his eyes was 
black as if he had been hit with a list. At 
the bush we lilted the trunk oat and I held 
the horse while it was opened. 
I then 
saw my suspicions were correct. There 
was a body in the trunk. They lifted it 
out in several i ieces. 
I can’t say positively 
w hether it was the body of a man or of "a 
woman except from one circumstance. 
I 
heard King say, ‘H ere’s where we leave 
A llie.’ 
“ Fairburn answered : ‘ Yes, and it vou 
had let Tom alone we would have had Doc in 
here w ith 'h er.’ 
“ These rem arks passed while they were 
carrying som ething that looked like a 
corpse. 
King gave me twenty-five dollars, 
and told me to drive on and dum p out the 
trunk, and get the horso into a gallop. 
I 
don’t think I was fifteen m inutes on the 
run. Finally I dumped out the trunk and 
turned back. 
It broke open as it fell, but I 
did not wait to see in w hat m anner it lay. 
or just how the pieces were placed, and i 
returned to the barn.” 
W oodruff says he suspects from the con­ 
versation he overheard between Cronin, 
Fairburn and King that the body in the 
trunk was that of a woman, whoso death 
resulted from an operation, perhaps per­ 
formed by Dr. Croniu. H e draws this con­ 
clusion not only from words he overheard, 
but also from ihe anxiety evinced by the 
doctor to get the body out "of the way, and 
from the fact that Cronin had apparently 
been struck by some one. W ooorufl first 
read of Cronin's disappearance Tuesday, 
and also read the story relating to the find­ 
ing of the empty trunk. He was grcstlv 
frightened, and thinking the officers were 
certainly on his track took means to get out 
of the city. 
H e had some money rem ain­ 
ing, but desired to obtain a little more, and 
stole the identical horse and wagon which 
he had used last Saturday night. The re­ 
sult was his arrest and confession. 
A pretty brunette named Allie or Alice 
Villarota has been missing from the neigh­ 
borhood near which is located the barn 
where Woodruff is said to have m et Dr. 
Cronin and the latter’s companions. 
Her 
parents are in rather hum ble circum­ 
stances. and heretofore little attention has 
been paid to her disappearance. Several 
“ personals ” addressed to her, or relating 
to the girl, have appeared in papers of late, 
but the advertisements contain little or 
nothing definite. 
A saloon-keeper Darned 
Conklin, with whom Cronin lived, was in- 
foimed to-night of Woodruff’s statem ent. 
Conklin declared there could be nothiug in 
the story, and once more insisted that, the 
doctor had been murdered by certain Irish 
Nationalists, who according to Conklin 
were enemies of Cronin. 
Woodruff is of the opinion that Croniu 
is in the city and that. King knows his 
whereabouts, and that if King can be ioirad 
be can tell where Cronin is. 
Search has been made at the point in 
Lincoln Bark where, on the lake shore, 
Woodruff is said to have left Cronin and 
the other m an with the body. The un­ 
usually heavy rains have interfered with 
the work. Except on one side, the lake 
here stretches away for miles in every di­ 
rection. 
W ithin the Bark, near by, is a 
large pond. 
Both lake and pond are being 
dragged. The residence to which belongs 
the Darn from where tlie trunk is claimed 
to have been carried belongs to a well-to- 
do citizen Darned W atrous. H e disclaims 
all knowledge whatever of the singular 
affair.

T h re e o l T h e m E x p ia te T h e ir C rim e on 
th e G allo w s. 
O z a b k , May 10th.—The 
three Bald- 
Knobbers—Dave W alker, chief of the Bald- 
Knobbers ; his son, W illiam W alker, and 
John Matthews—were hanged here at 10 
o’clock to-day for the m urder of Charles 
Green and W illiam Edens, on March 11, 
1887. 
W illiam W alker was baptized last even­ 
ing by immersion in a bath basin carried 
into tne jail. The scene was affecting. John 
Mathews made a long prayer, which could 
ne distinctly heard in the street fronting 
the jail. 
Tne two W alkers retired about 11 o’clock, 
and went to sleep, and did not wake up 
until after 4 o’clock. They were up early, 
and ate their breakfast at the usual hour. 
The jail-yard was full of guards arm ed 
witn Winchesters, shotguns and revolvers. 
Divine services were opened in the jail at 
7:30 o’clock, Matthews and W illiam W alker 
taking part. A t 8:53 the Sheriff entered 
the jail and read the death w arrant to the 
doomed men, and soon after they were 
dressed for the execntion. 
Ju st before leaving the cell John Mat­ 
thews proclaimed his innocence in a loud 
voice. The Sheriff helped Matthews up 
the steps. 
Young W alker followed with a 
firm step, his father following close behind 
him firm as ever. A t the trap religious 
services were held. 
The noose was adjusted at 9:50. John 
M atthews said he had nothing to say. He 
was there, but took no part in the crime. 


Matthews called on all who were w> .ti­ 
to help his little ones to hold up their 
hands. 
Nearly everyone in sight held ttr 
his bands. The black caps were ad’ - - ste-i 
at 9:51. 
At 9:53 the drop fell. John Matthews 
te 1 praying. The stretch of the ropes let 
all fall to the ground. One rope broke .-tad 
5\ illiam W alker fell loose and lay there 
struggling and groaning. H e talked for 
three minutes, when he was taken up by 
thp Sheritl aud deputies on the scaffold. 
Dave W alker was drawn up and die ! p. 
about fifteen minutes. 
Matthews lived 
about thirteen minutes and d;ed with hi- 
feet on the ground. The scene was borrt 
ble in the extreme. 
Matthews and Dave 
W alker were cut down at ’0:10.

adjusted, and 
>» illiam \\ alker lifted up, helpless, i^ro&u* 
jng, struggling, and almost 
insensible. 
The rope was again adjusted and the tra. 
sprung. This tim e his descent came ;o a 
sudden stop, with his feet thirtv inches 
•rom the ground, and he died w ithout a 
struggle. 
For the past two weeks powerful p'etts 
have been made to the Governor foraeom - 
m utation of the sentences of the three 
n n n , and on Wednesday last, after review­ 
ing the case at length, the Governor de­ 
clined to interfere, and the condemned 
were notified that they nrast die. 
1'he arrest, trial and conviction of the 
Bald-Knobber leaders attracted widespread 
attention, and for the first tim e the history 
ot 
the Bald-Knobber organization was 
made public. Janey county, Missouri, was 
the birthplace of this order of masked 
regulators. 
It is in the wildest section of 
the State, and the early davs of lawlessness 
caused the formation of "leagues for the 
protection of life and property. 
At a point eight miles east of Ozark and 
near the Edens’ dwelling, one John Evans 
was whipped by Bald Knobbers for misbe­ 
having iu church. Old man Edens, who 
was a friend of Evans, interfered and re­ 
ceived several blows with a whip. Edens 
afterwards fearlessly denounced the Bald- 
Knobbers, and on the night of March U th 
a baud of twenty-six of them proceeded to 
Edens’ residence to punish the inm ates. 
They first went to the house cf W illiam 
t.dens, hut finding no one there, proceeded 
to the house of Jam es E lens, W illiam's 
father. 
There were in the house at the 
time the lather, mother, son, daughter-in- 
law, daughter and son-in law and two 
grandchildren. The Bald-Knubbers fired 
promiscuously into 
the 
house, killing 
young W illiam Edens and Charles G reen’ 
his brother in-law, and leaving old [a iu i 
Edens on the tloor for dead. 
The peculiar feature of Bald-K nobler 
ism, now dead, is that the majority of the 
meat prom inent members of m at band of 
regulators were devout church members. 
Chiel W alker was an exhorter, temperance 
advocate and a generally devout m an. The 
Bald-Knt bher chief cinug to the belief the: 
the regulators were cham pions of right, as­ 
serting that the killing of E len9 and G-een 
was unfortunate, but an unavoidable 
take.

A 
little over one week ago the body of an old 
m an named Hatch wtts discovered m ur­ 
dered in his cabin on the homestead claim 
ittar Flagler in this State, near the Kansas 
line. 
H e had been visited on the day of 
the m urder hy a nephew, and the crime is 
supposed to have been committed hy the 
nephew, alto named Hatch, who was fol­ 
lowed by officers and 
arrested at 
his 
home in Michigan, and brought back to 
Flagler, where the examination is now in 
progress. 
Circumstantial 
evidence 
is 
stiongly against the nephew, although no 
motive can be ascribed for the crime, un­ 
less it wus a quarrel over family affairs. 
The case receives prominence from the 
fact that young Hatch is General Agent for 
the Traveler Insurance Company for the 
New England States, and nephew, by m ar­ 
riage, to Hon. A. J. Boppleton, late Gen­ 
eral Counsel ol the Union Pacific. Popple- 
ton is now at Flagler defending the case, 
which has created a great sensation on ac­ 
count of the high standing of the accused.

T h e C ru is e r C h a rle s to n 8o f a r as Tested 
la a S u ccess. 
S a n ta B a r r a r a , May 10th.—The Char­ 
leston was prevented from leaving her 
anchorage until shortly after noon to-day, 
when she started up ¡lie channel towards 
Point Conception. 
W ithin half an hour 
alter leaving on her cruise a dense fog was 
driven from the shore, which compelled 
the cruiser to delay making her four-hour 
run. She continued to steam north slowly 
for three hours nevertheless, her engines 
working smoothly. 
Abont 4 o'clocK the 
fog lifted, and the ship turned south ami 
entered upon a quickly increasing run 
down the channel. 
The revolutions of the propellers had not 
exceeded 62 to the mile np to that time, 
but with a clear sky it was increased until 
the revolutions had reached a m axim um of 
one hundred and one revolutions, ar. which 
rate the log indicated a speed oí seventeen 
knots per lionr. W ith anatnral draught, and 
ordinary steam pressure, the ship - tit hpr 
way through the water clearly, ana tor half 
an hour her engines were exercised at a 
speed ranging from 81 to 100 revolutions. 
During the entire time no trouble was en­ 
countered. 
The engines responding prom ptly to all 
the demands made upon them and "giving 
the promise that under forced draught and 
high steam pressure they would work all 
right. 
It is not known whether they will 
do tins on first trial, as the test is consid­ 
ered a severe one on engines so little used 
as the Charleston’s have been tin to the 
present i ¡me. They are confident from the 
results of to-day’s h i d , however, that after 
one or two trials they will be able to do all 
that the Government contract outlines for 
them , and that if the speed developed to­ 
day can be accepted as a basis for her per­ 
formances under full 
horse-power, she 
may prove one of the fastest wat vessels 
afloat of her class. 
The cru’ser will leave again to-morrow 
morning and if the weather is favorable, 
ex p ect to be able to m ake a four hours’ 
continuous test.

FARTICXLAR ACCOUNT OF THE LATE ILLNESS AND 
DEATH OF 
G E O R G E W A S H I N G T O N 
Some time in the night of Friday, the 10th 
just., having been exposed to a rain on the pre­ 
ceding day, General Washington was attacked 
with an inflammatory affection of the upper 
part ol the windpipe, called in technical lan­ 
guage Cynachc Ti achealies. 
The disease com­ 
menced with a violent ague, accompanied with 
some pain in the upper and fore part ol the 
throat, a sense of stricture in the same part, a 
cough, and a diflicult, rather than a paiulttl 
deglutition, which were so on succeeded by fever 
and a quick and laborious respiration. The 
necessity of blood-letting suggesting itself to 
the General, he procured a bleeder in the neigh­ 
borhood, who took from his arm in the night 12 
or 14 ounces ol blood. He could not by any 
rneans be prevailed ou by the family to send for 
the attending physician till the following morn­ 
ing, who arrived at Mount Vernon at about 11 
o’clock on Saturday. Discovering the cate to be 
highly alaiming, and foreseeing the fatal ten­ 
dency ol the disease, two consu ting physicians 
were immediately sent for, who arrived, one at 
half after 3 and the other at 4 o’clock m the 
atte-rnoon. In the mean time were employed 
two pretty copious bleedings, a blister was ap­ 
plied to the part affected, two moderate doses 
of calomel were given, and an injection was ad­ 
ministered, which operated on the lower intes­ 
tines, but ail without auy perceptible advantage, 
the respiration becoming still more difficult and 
distressing. Upon the arrival of the first of the 
consulting physicians, it was agreed, as there 
were yet no signs of accumulation in the brou 
ehial vesse s of the lungs, to try the result o 
another bleeding, when about '32 ounces of 
blood were drawn, without the smallest appar­ 
ent alleviation of the disease. Vapors oi vinegar 
and water were frequently inhaled, ten grains 
ol calomel were given, succeedea by repeated 
doses ot emetic tartar, amounting in all to five 
or six grains, with no other effect than a copious 
discharge from the bowels. The powers of life 
seemed now manifestly yielding to the toree of 
the disorder; blisters were applied to the ex­ 
tremities together with a cataplasm of bran 
and vinegar to the throat. Speaking, which 
was paim ul from the beginning, now became 
almost impracticable; tespiratiou grew more 
and more contracted and imperfect, till half 
alter 11 on Saturday night, retaili ng the full 
possession of his intellect, when he expired 
without a struggle. 
He was fully impressed at the beginning of 
his complaint, as w ell as through every succeed­ 
ing stage of it, that its conclusion 'would be 
mortal; submitting to the several exeitions 
made tor his recovery, rather as a duty, than 
from any expectation of their efficacy. He con­ 
sidered the operations of death upon his system 
as coeval with the disease: and several 'hours 
before his death, after repeated efforts to be un­ 
derstood, succeeded in expressing a desire that 
he might be permitted to die without further iu 
terruplion.

same proprietor; it not being in my power, un­ 
der the tenure by which the dower negroes are 
held, to manumit them.

WASHINGTON'S FUNERAL. 
Extract oj a fatter from a Gentleman in Alexandria, 
dated December 19,1799. 
Yesterday I attended the funeral of the savior 
of our country at Mount Vernon, and had the 
honor of being one who carried his body to the 
vault. He was borne by military gentlemen 
and brethren of our lodge, of which he was 
formerly Master. 1 uclose ycu a sketch of the 
procession. To describe thesceneis impossible, 
A he coffin bore his sword and apron, and the 
members ol the lodge walked os mourners. His 
horse was led, properly caparisoned, by two of 
his servants. In mourning. 
As I helped p.ace hi* body iu the vault, and 
stocd at the dcor while the luneral service was 
perfoimit g, I had the best opportunity of ob­ 
serving tbe countenances of ail.

regular bodies of that obedience. This 
although there has been for years an or­ 
ganization for conferring these degrees in 
the. I nited States. This organization is 
divided into two jurisdictions—one for the 
North and one lor the South—the latter 
under the leadership of General Albert 
Pike, of Arkansas, as Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 
The objectionable bodv is 
known as the “ Cerneau” branch, and Us 
members call the regulars the “ Pi), 
Kite.” 
Masons are proverbial sticklers for land­ 
marks, and one of those landmarks, aside 
from constitutional law, is that uobo.lv 
grand or subordinate, shall infringe on the 
jurisdiction of another. Thus the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia can not issue warrants 
or charters to form lodges in Kentucky 
nor can any Grand Lodge give authority 
for the establishment of a lodge in another 
State or in Canada.

TH E ATTEMPT ON W ASHING TO N'» LIFE. 
T b e appendix to (he book contains the 
follow ing historical incident, now alm ost 
forgotten : 
Among the many hazards to which General 
Washington was exposed, while at the head of 
the American armies, the following deserves to 
lie particularly mentioned : In the month of 
June, 1716, while the army lay at sew Y'oik. a 
plot was meditated und r tbe direction ot Gov­ 
ernor Tryon, managed by tbe then Mayor of the 
city, to aid the wing’s troops ou the urn val at 
New Y'otk. The plot was s . lar matured as to 
have been communicate ! to i-nic of the Ameri­ 
can army, and Thomas Hickey, one of the Gen- 
c a t's lile guard, was engaged iu it, and had en 
lialco others. General Washington was to have 
been taken off, either by poi ou or assassination. 
By a Providen.ial aud timely discovery, the oc- 
tertatle design was irti'tnóed. 
Hickey was 
tried by a (.curt-martial, on the mor* itig of the

*ny lodge established 
in sucn a manner is held to be irreoqffar 
or clandestine, and its members are not 
permitted to enjoy Masonic privileges and 
all Masonic communication is by favv and 
obligation interdicted with them. 
lh e Cerneau lodges are in the position 
of clandestine bodies, having invaded ter­ 
ritory under the Southern Jurisdiction of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Kite. 
Their object, as is claimed bv some, i« to 
get the degrees conferred fo ra much less 
sum than they can be obtained for regu 
larly. Others charge that a part of the 
scheme is intended to advance certain 
members to the thirty-third degree, which 
they could not otherwise hope to’obtain. 
This is an official degree, and its members 
are limited. No man can legally apply 
for it. 
\\ hen a vacancy occurs it is filled 
by the Sovereign Grand Council of Thirtv- 
third Degree members in its own way its 
possession is esteemed an extraordinary 
honor. 
Whatever the object, there has been 
trouble wherever the Cerneaus have estab­ 
lished lodges. 
In Ohio they have been 
interdicted by law and edict. 
In Ken­ 
tucky the Grand Lodge passed a resolution 
declaring the Cerneau assemblies clandes­ 
tine, but its members paid no attention to 
this. Then the Grand Master issued his 
edict, notwithstanding which the irregu 
lars kept on, going so far as to meet ir. 
Lexington, form a Grand Consistorv and 
elect officers, all in disobedience of tlie au 
thorities. 
When charged with disobedience thev 
claimed that the Grand Lodge had no 
right to interfere, as their’s was a separate 
rite, etc., a defense which amounted to 
nothing in the estimation of regular Ma 
sons, as no man could take even the Cer 
neau degrees until he had become a Master 
Mason, and all Master Masons are subject 
by law and obligation, to the Grand Lodge! 
and must obey its constitution, rules and 
edicts, which, in the present case, plainly 
declare the Cerneau Masons to be chandes 
tine and irregular. 
Matters have been growing warmer and 
warmer for some time. The regulars have 
as a general thing, refrained from going 
into print with their case, while the Cer­ 
neaus have been sending communications 
all over the country, giving their version 
of affairs. 
Not only this, hut several cards 
have appeared in the papers in the same 
behalf. 
lh e head and front oi the Cerneaus i, 
Louisville is (or was) Dr. Chas, W. Taylor, 
Becoming satisfied that Cerneauism was 
wrong, and that the organization could 
not lie otherwise than clandestine, he ap 
plied for a dimit from his Consistorv. This 
was refused, the brethren holding that lie 
could not resign or dimit. This, among 
regular Masons, is good law. 
Dr. Taylor 
employed two attorneys to see what they 
could do toward securing his release, but 
they could accomplish nothing. 
Dr. Tav 
lor, seeing that the Cerneaus would not 
rclea-e him from the obligations he had 
assumed under the belief that everything 
was square. “ took the bull bv the horns' 
yesterday and publicly and solemnly re 
nounced Cerneauism. 
Following is’ Dr. 
Taylors renunciation, signed by himself 
and attested by two well-known Masons 
as witnesses; 
“ The Grand Lodge of Masons of the 
State of Kentucky, having bv its resolutions 
and edict of the year 1888, affirmed its de 
ctston of the year 1869, and having there 
by declared tbe Cerneau bodies of Scottish 
Lite Masonry to Ite illegal, nnmasonic and 
clandestine, I, the undersigned, a Mastei 
Mason of the obedience of the Grand Ixxlge 
of Kentucky, cheerfully submitting as its 
loyal son to its decisions, and lirmiv con 
vinced of the soundness and necessity of 
the doctrine of exclusive territorial juris­ 
diction as universally held by American 
Masons, do hereby repudiate forever all my 
former connection with the Cerneau bodies 
and from this time renounce any allegi’ 
anee to them or any of them, 
“ Witness my hand this lilth day of 
April, 1889. 
Chari.es W. T aylor,’ 
“ Commanuer-in-Chief, Veritas Consistorv 
No. 27. 
"W itness: James Woodward, F. H 
Johnson.” 
Dr. Taylor’s re;tsous lor his action are 
tersely and clearly stated, and his rennn 
riation is positive and determined.

BAJA 
CALIFORNIA. 


| Special Correspondence of the Record-Union.J 
E n s e n a d a , Mex., May 6, 18S9. 
Although the “ boom ” so quickly sub­ 
sided and the famous placers are complete­ 
ly worked out, an era of permanent pros­ 
perity has come to the Santa Clara min­ 
ing district, about which so many conflict­ 
ing reports have been circulated within 
the last three months. The rush is over, 
the “ tenderfeet ” have departed, and the 
more substantial class of miners who re­ 
mained to develop the quartz lodes are 
abundantly satisfied with tbe returns. The 
prinkling of placer gold in the gulches, in 
big nuggets washed out by nature’s pro­ 
gress, simply indicated what might be 
found in the strong store-houses whence 
they came. There is no doubt about the 
exceeding richness of these mountains of 
Baja California, but to make them yield 
their treasures will require time and 
money ; and with their enormous extent 
it will be a work not only for to-day, next 
week, next year—but to be carried on by 
our children’s children in other centuries. 
Some of the best paying mines in Mexico 
to-day are those that have been in constant 
operation since the earliest days ot the 
conquest, more than 350years ago. There 


TWO OR THREE DIFFERENT ROUTES 
To Santa Clara, all so inconceivably had 
that, whichever one you choose, you will 
wish you had taken another—part of the 
way leading straight up the faces of path­ 
less hills, where it seems impossible for 
man or beast to find a foothold, or over 
huge, loose bowlders, piled in pell-mell 
and washed by tropic torrents during a 
portion of the year. 
If one has backbone enough to endure 
hard rides and courage enough to go on 
horseback around the outer edge of the 
top of the Washington Monument—than 
which feat some of these mountain passes 
are not more nerve-trying, aloug the brink 
of tremendous precipices—he may find 
the journey not unpleasant, whether made 
in the saddle, the clumsy, old-fashioned 
Concord coach that now makes irregular 
trips between San Diego and the gold 
fields, or by the more common mode of 
transit lrom Ensenada in a wagon—allow­ 
ing not less than three days in transit 
each way, stopping nights at convenient 
ranches or camping tinder the open sky, 
and walking up the steepest bights. When 
the first craze was on, 


HUNDREDS OF GOLD-FEVER VICTIMS 
Too poor to own even sore-backed burros, 
and perhaps too honest to steal them— 
walked incredible distances, carrying their 
scanty outfits upon their hacks. For weeks 
the woods were lull of these enterprising 
pedestrians, at the mercy of the blazing 
sun by day and the ehilly’dews of night— 
half-starved and suffering, hut plucky to 
the last. 
I am happy to record that many 
of these were amply rewarded, by chancing 
to “strike it rich,” as the miners sav, in 
the short-lived placers, to the tune of from 
$50 to $200 per diem, until the surface 
gold was all picked up. Rut there were 
hundreds of sadder cases—of men who gave 
up lucrative positions to come here and 
meet with bitter disappointment, of fathers 
who sold there homes and beggared their 
families, of sickness and death from ex­ 
posure, of hunger and heartache and dis- 
pair—and there would have been actual 
starvation had not those who were better 
supplied, maintained the impecunious and 
helped them to get away from this grave 
of their hopes as quickly as possible. 
Where 


provisions were actually cheaper for a 
time away up here in the mountains than 
in Ensenada or San Diego, the base of sup­ 
plies. 
LIFE ON THIS TENTED PLAIN 
Is far more peaceful to-day than in many 
a walled city. There are none of the mad 
revels, bar-room riots and shooting soirees 
that are said to characterize most mining 
camps. Even card-playing is not much 
indulged in, for nobody has time for it. 
\ ery early rising is the order of every day. 
Coffee. beans and iiap-jaeks are dispatched 
in a hurry, everybody—man, woman or 
child—lues him to the all-important busi­ 
ness of fortune-hunting. Around the even­ 
ing camp-fires songs are sung and stories 
told, and by 8 o’clock every tent door is 
shut, and nothing disturbs the stillness 
but the snores of weary sleepers. 
The pleasantest hour of the day, though 
the most lonesome, is the twilight time, 
when the measureless hills throw darker 
shadows and the solemn night falls sud­ 
denly, without any preliminary gloaming, 
as at the north. Scarcely has the sun dis­ 
appeared when the floor of heaven is 
thickly set with stars, east winds blow 
sharp and chill, and heavy dews descend 
like a shower. Then 


THE CRY OF THE COYOTE IS HEARD, 
And occasionally the blood-curdling voice 
of the mountain lion—the puma. It is hut 
fair to add that under ordinary circum­ 
stances, both these animals are perfectly 
harmless. In the oldest parts of this queer 
peninsula there is no living creature to he 
seriously feared—not even the rattle­ 
snake, which, though numerous and ac­ 
tive, always gives notice of their pres­ 
ence 
hv a warning rattle, and never 
attack unless trodden upon or otherwise 
provoked; nor the Indian highwayman, 
who sometimes sneak up behind a solitary 
traveler under cover of the darkness anil 
demand dinero (money,) hut will flee for 
their lives at sight of a pistol. 
Such yarns as are spun around the 
nightly camp-fires of snakes and ghosts 
and hair-breadth escapes by land and sea 
are enough to appal the stoutest heart and 
he who can tell the biggest story is the 
hero of the hour.

Laud,” “Hail Columbia” and the soul- 
stirring hymno nacional of the Mexicans. 
When a song is started anywhere in camp 
the refrain is speedily picked up by another 
voice aud another and another until every 
fireside group is represented all up and 
down the canyon. Occasionally the slum­ 
bering echoes are awakened by some more 
polished singer who asserts in rich baritone 
that his love is young and fair, his love 
has golden hair and that it is his fixed in­ 
tention for love to live and die, then—like 
the army on the eve of battle, when some 
one sang of Annie Laurie and each bronzed 
soldier,of whatever nationality, substituted 
in his thoughts the name of his own sweet­ 
heart for that of the Scotch lassie—many a 
dusty miner thinks of distant loved ones 
in the far, far north.

THE TYPICAL MINER 
Gimes from no man can tell. As Strakosch 
says of the opera chorus, he is not born 
like other people, but made for the emer­ 
gency. The instant a new excitement 
breaks out he seems to spring from the 
earth like the fabled crop from the drag­ 
on’s teeth, fully equipped'for the frav, and 
his name is legion. 
During the first weeks 
of the rush a constant procession of them 
might have been met tramping toward 
Santa Clara, each with “ speculation ” in 
his cold, gray eye and a dirty pack upon 
his hack, shirt of brindle flannel, exposing 
a stretch of hairy throat, 
no-colored 
breeches tucked inside of cow-hide boots, 
pistols and bowie-knife in belt, and slouch­ 
ing sombrero whose “ better davs” were 
at some long-forgotten tieriotl. These are 
THE MEN OF EXPERIENCE, 
And their presence in a new mining sec­ 
tion is its sure a sign of its richness as a 
flock of black birds on a field indicates the 
grain beneath. 
But the chronic miner is 
also the “ man of destiny,” and his fate is 
to lie forever moving on—to the end of 
time, unsatisfied and impecunious. 
A portion of the way between Ensenada 
and the gold fields of Santa Clara leads 
through narrow valleys, fair as a poet’s 
dream, carpeted with a surprising variety 
of wild flowers; 
where great ox-eved 
daisies wave their golden blossoms above 
the head of a man on horseback. 
In this 
tiena perfect (perfect land) of tlie Mission 
fathers there is soft, delicious air and dain­ 
ty sunshine thoughout all tlie northern 
season of ice and snow. 
When 1 traveled 
through them in March and theearlydays 
of April—before the streams were dried 
and the time for intenser heats to begin— 
the skies were blue as those of “ Naples, 
the Beautiful,” anil earth rejoiced in all the 
beauty and freshness of perfect summer. 
Wheat, breast-high, nodded full-headed in 
the gentle breeze, tasseledcorn waved green 
on sunny slopes, and in many places the 
rancheros were digging jiotatoes bigger 
than their own brawny fists. 
Arrived at the ultima thule, in the heart 
of the Santa Clara, one finds 
AN ANIMATE» SCENE, 
Four thousand five hundred feet above the 
level of the sea, in the mostdesolategorge 
imaginable, shut in on all sides by grim 
and frowning mountains. 
Along an ele­ 
vated plateau, 60(1 feet wide, and bordered 
by higher hills, a thousand white tents are 
scattered like gigantic snow-flakes. A river 
runs through it during a part of the vear, 
furnishing an embarrassing overplus of 
water soon after the rainy season, hut 
dwindling away to nothing as summer ad­ 
vances. 
Up aud down the creek-bed for a 
mile or two the canvas town extends, and 
at night the stars are dimmed by blazing 
camp-fires. 
Notwithstanding the reports in some 
northern papers concerning alleged dis­ 
turbances here between Mexicans and 
Americans, the interference of Federal 
troops and prospects of bhxxlshed, the 
greatest harmony has prevailed from the 
first. W ithin the memory of the oldest 
forty-niner, no more orderly, jolly and 
friendly class of miners was ever collected 
together. A t one time tlie narrow gulch 
held more than 3,000 men, collected from 
California, Arizona, Nevada, Idaho and 
Colorado, from camps which have become 
provetbial for their turbulent, rough and 
desperate characters, and for drunkenness, 
gambling and every other vice—yet in the 
wildest scrambling for surface gold, when 
so many clashing interests ami hoj.es were 
excited to the highest pitch, the interpo­ 
sition of the authorities was never re­ 
quired. 
Most ol the Mexicans who came 
to Santa Clara brought their families with 
them, as did many of the Americans. 
There are 


CA NV A S HOARDING HOUSES, 
Restaurants and “ stores,” a weekly news­ 
paper devoted to the mining interests of 
the district and plenty of laundresses. 
All 
the necessaries of life and some of its com­ 
forts are attainable here at prices not un­ 
reasonable, considering the difficulties mid 
distance of transportation. 
At first a dol­ 
lar per cup was charged for miserable 
coffee; bant and bacon, 75 tents jx*r pound, 
and other things in projxirtion ; but when 
the reaction tollowed the booui, and the 
crowds disapjteared as quickly as they had 
«orne, those enterprising merchants who 
had laid in a big stock, cxpiecting to reap 
magnificent harvests, were fain to sell out 
at any price; and so it came about that 


CALIFORNIA VS. FLORIDA. 


T he Exhibits On W heels of the Two 
States Com pared. 
A correspondent of the Eustice, Florida 
Semi Tropic thus writes from a town in the 
Slate of New Y'ork : 
The two special cars sent out by the 
State Board of Trade of California, and 
which were at Albany yesterday, drew a 
large num ber of visitors ; and it was well 
worth the tim e spent in viewing the won­ 
derful products ot that State. 
There was 
also u Florida car ot exhibits at the station 
at the same time, where could be seen the 
growths peculiar to that country. 
Among 
the exhibits was a specimen of silver king 
fish six feet six inches in length and weigh­ 
ing 145 pounds. 
The following description of the rolling 
exhibitions is given by one who visited 
these cars while they were at Rochester, 
N. Y. The writer is well acquainted with 
the various sections of Florida and their 
resources, and capabilities of m aking a 
creditable exhibit, but was unpleasantly 
forced to see the Florida exhibit completely 
overshadowed by California, which State 
is evidently m aking capital out of the 
depleted and worn out exhibits presented 
by "Florida on W heels.” 
H ere is what 
the w riter says: 
“ Last Thursday we all went down to 
the depot to visit the California and Florida 
cars, which are traveling through on our 
road, stopping at all large places to ex­ 
hibit. California had two cars, one filled 
with its productions, the other occupied 
by four gentlemen and their wives, and 
were gotten up in fine style. They have 
everything, I guess, that the State produces 
and exquisite taste is displayed in its ar­ 
rangement, in the finest of glass bottles and 
jars, and lovely painting, natural woods, 
etc., fruits canned and evaporated, etc. 
The gentlemen were dressed up fine, and 
jjassed around tbe car explaining every­ 
thing and talking it up in fine shaj>e, and 
all was free. 
"T h e Florida car stood behind it, one 
end curtained off for a colored man to live 
in, who stood at the entrance and de 
ntanded ten cents. 
“ In the center of the car lengthways 
they had a rude sort of a table covered with 
its productions, consisting of one lemon 
tree ail dried tip, with not more than thirty 
leaves and four green lemons on it; a 
banana tree which looks like Macdonald’s 
did after the freeze, and two little bits of 
orange trees with no leaves, one .an of 
guava jelly candied half-way uj>, and a few 
other things in common fruit cans, about 
two-thirds full, a dozen Irish potatoes about 
tbe size of a small apple, two sm all pieces 
of pine wood about 12x15 inches, one 
stuffed parquette, onestutfed alligator about 
five feet, and two sm aller ones, a piece of 
moss about the sizeof yourartu, a little pal­ 
metto basket made of common braid, and 
a sm all piece beside it; a poor piece of 
coquina, an alliga’or skull with a tew 
teeth in it, a beautiful piece of sponge, and 
a fair show of tobacco, aud a large fish skin. 
Ot 
course 
this was 
not ati, hut we 
could think of any am ount of things 
which they could have had, but which they 
had not, and that which they did have was 
of poor quality, and no taste whatever dis- 
ulayed. 
We could have furnished better 
specimens of many things. On the sides 
of the car were photographs of St. Augiis- 
tiue, De Land and several other towns, and 
a Iso ot several big men and editors of the 
State. 
" We were disgusted, and so was every 
one.

A ll accounts agree th at th e recent storm 
in th e Sierra N evada w as never 
before 
equalled for fierceness in th e m o n th of 
M ay. 
A correspondent a t E m ig ran t Gap 
corroborates this opinion, an d furnishes 
the follow ing interesting description of the 
storm and incidents connected therew ith in 
th a t section : 
T h in k in g th a t your m any readers m ight 
be interested in au account o f th e great 
storm th at 
lately 
visited 
th is section, 
and of ju st how m uch of th e “ beau­ 
tiful ” th at fell aDd now rem ains to dazzle 
tn e eyes of a sojourner in these elevated 
regions, I w ill say th at on S aturday m orn, 
the 4th, th e snow began to com e gently 
dow n, increasing as th e day advanced, and 
through the nig h t. S unday m o rn in g found 
b ut a slight sprinkle of snow on th e ground, 
th e old snow h aving long before disappeared, 
the ground being so w arm as to m elt it as 
fast as it fell. 
T here was, how ever, on the 
level ground front four to six inches of 
slush. 
On Sunday th e snow cam e dow n 
thick and fast, and th e storm increased in 
violence u n til M onday, w hen it reached a 
p o in t in fierceness rarely w itnessed by th e 
oldest inhab itan ts. 
In the early part of the 
evening there was a prospect of its breaking 
aw ay. 
This, how ever, proved to be only a 
feint, for in less th an one h o u r it cam e 
dow n (though w ithout w ind) th ick er and 
faster th an ever, continuing alm ost inces­ 
santly u n til about 4 o'clock on W ednesday 
m orning, and w hen tbe sun rose in its 
splendor over th e snow -olad peaks to the 
east the pine trees, w ith th eir foliage cov­ 
ered and bending w ith th eir load of snow , 
presented to th e beholder 


A SIGHT M AGNIFICENT 
In the extrem e. 
L im bs not able to longer 
sustain th e ir loads w ould crack, break and 
precipitate their im m ense loads of snow 
dow n a h u ndred feet or m ore, rebounding 
in clouds of crystals only to again fall aud 
m ingle w ith th at w hich had preceded it. 
As the day advanced lumbermen, m iners 
and woodchoppers, who had not been able 
to reach the town for four days, began to 
pour in to get their mails, a "square meal,” 
a little "grub,” and a good deal of some­ 
thing else, mixed in with cribbage, pedro 
and an occasional "four aces,” which made 
our little town lively. The place is liileJ 
to ovc-flowing, aud still they come, and to 
one not accustomed to the m ountains they 
came not as white men usually com e—they 
came with shoes twelve feet long and five 
inches wide, and with long poles or sticks 
in their hands. True, they looked like 
men, but their faces, from their eyes down, 
were black, while from their eyes up they 
were white. T hat your readers may un ­ 
derstand to what race of people they be­ 
longed, 1 will endeavor to make it 'thus 
clear. The shoes are snow&hoes, made of 
wood and turned up in front like the run­ 
ners of a sleigh. 
Upon these the men 
m ount and work their way up the m oun­ 
tain sides, and when at the sum m it they 
slide down tbe other side at lightning 
speed. 
The sun shining upon the snow 
blinds their eyes so that it ‘ would be im­ 
possible for them to see did thev not take 
charcoal and blacken their cheeks; thus 
they are able to go in defiance of the daz­ 
zling “ the beautiful.” 


A H EA V Y FALL OK SNOW. 
Early in the morning some discussion 
was had concerning the am ount of snow 
that had fallen during the storm , so the 
w riter proceeded to measure, weigh and 
figure. The place selected was an average 
one, and by actual measurem ent the depth 
was found to be thirty-four inches. Then 
we cut out carefully a biock, from the top 
to the ground 12 inches square. This meas­ 
ured 12x12 by 34 inches, the depth of the 
snow, which weighed 42 5 pounds. This, 
when reduced to water, would represent a 
block of water 12x12, and 8.16 inches deep, 
thus showing that the snow now on the 
ground, if converted into water, would 
cover the ground by a sheet 8 16 inches 
deep. 


W HAT IT REPRESENTS AS W ATER. 
It has been satisfactorily dem onstrated 
th a t it requires from tw elve to fourteen 
inches of snow to produce one inch of w ater. 
T h is beiog th e case, we can readily see th at 
th e snow on th e ground this m orning rep­ 
resented over eight feet snow , falling in o r­ 
d inary w inter w eather. 
B ut we m ust bear 
in m ind th at th e snow falling in th e first 
tw enty-four hours does no t enter in to this 
com putation, it having all m elted a w a y ; 
so, allow ing th at had th e ground been cov­ 
ered w ith snow w hen this storm com ­ 
m enced, there w ould have fallen in iwpntv- 
four hours at least tw elve inches. 
T his 
w ould m ake the 
total snow fall of th e 
storm over nine feet, equal to O .lO inehesof 
watt r. 
There is no record of such a fail of snow 
in May, ami men who have lived here for 
nearly forty years have no recollection of 
ever having seen such p. storm at this sea­ 
son of the year. 
Business, in consequence 
of the storm, will be considerably retarded, 
and stock men who drive their stock over 
the m ountains will suffer serious annoy­ 
ance from the great depth of snow which 
will confront them when nearing the Sum­ 
mit. 


PROHIBITION IN MASSACHUSETTS 


T h e R e su lt o f the L u te C ontest a n i l the 
L esson It T each es. 
¡Cincinnati Commercial Gazette.] 
Prohibition is a species of fanaticism. It 
had its origin in New England. Thence 
tiie seeds were sown broadcast. 
It had its 
beginning in good motives. Nobody can 
question the evils of intemperance. The 
abuse of the use of intoxicating liquors 
leads to troubles that can hardly he enu­ 
merated. 
it is not tlie sum of all evils, 
but it contributes largely to the troubles 
that afliict society. 
But taking a common 
sense view of afiairs, the methods chosen 
to suppress intemperance—that is to say, 
the abuse of intoxicating liquors—are 
open to criticism. 
Prohibition, as we have said, originated 
in New England. It had a fair trial there. 
It jiroved a failure. It is a failure in Maine. 
It does not prohibit; but it does create 
hypocrites. There is more drunkenness in 
the leading cities of Maine than there is 
in Paris, 
in the former there is so-called 
prohibition, 
in the latter there is strict 
regulation, in Maine nobody is supposed 
to sell liquors, but they do, anti drunkards 
are not punished. In Paris the sale of 
liquors is regulated, and drunkenness is a 
crime which is punished. This is the dif­ 
ference iu dealing with tlie question; and 
behold the result. 
In New England where pretty much 
everything lias been tried, and where pro­ 
hibition would succeed if anywhere, the 
reaction against fanaticism, against the 
idea that men’s appetites can be regulated 
by law, and in favor of common sense, not 
in favor of intern jaranee, his set in, and it 
is bound to sweep the country. Just at 
the time when political jirohibitionists 
sujiposed themselves almost strong enough 
to elect a President, the reaction has set 
in. New Hampshire spoke on the side of 
common sense, and on Monday Massachu­ 
setts, which ins regulation and high 
license, decided against prohibition by a 
majority of over 40,009. This was an ex­ 
traordinary vote, and it will have a wide­ 
spread influence. 
It is virtually the voice 
of New England sjieaking from the full 
blaze of the light of experience. 
It says 
to the whole country prohibition is a fail­ 
ure and the true solution of the question 
lies in regulation and moral suasion. 
One of tlie significant features of the 
Massachusetts contest was in tlie failure to 
unite the Church, or, in other word», the 
religious people on the side of prohibition. 
Many of the most eminent ministers took 
the side of regulation as against prohibi­ 
tion. This shows that church people are 
coming to their senses. 
We do not mean 
that they are coming to the side of intem- 
jierance, but to the side that is best calcu­ 
lated to jiromote temperance. 
No intelli­ 
gent observer, who is on the side of relig­ 
ion, and not carried away by a wave of fa­ 
naticism, can have failed to discover that 
the Church lias lost influence tremend- 
. ously by departing from its gospel base 
j aud plunging into jxilitical prohibition 
agitation. 
The hour the minister puts 
the gosjiel on the shelf and leaves his pul­ 
pit for tlie political platform, and abandons 
moral suasion for legal force, he curtails 
the scojte of his influence and virtually 
bars cut of tbe Church the mass of the peo­ 
ple w ho most need to l>e reached. This 
accounts largely for comparatively empty 
churches where there should be and o ught 
to be fail pews. 
Men can not be drawn in 


by the violent proclamation of man-made 
sins, but they may be influenced by a sua­ 
sion that will convince their judgment 
rather than arouse their prejudice. 
The Roman Catholic Church has set an 
example in this respect that it would he 
well for Protestant ministers to follow. 
It 
is not proclaiming political prohibition 
from the housetops or from the pulpits, 
but it is working quietly and in the most 
effective way among its people in favor of 
total abstinence, and, as matters are pro­ 
gressing, the time is not far distant when a 
conscientious Roman Catholic will not be 
found engaged in the liquor traffic. They 
do not sound any trumjiets about this. The 
Church does not indorse political parties, i 
It does not try to set up tickets or sit down 
upon tickets: but it does labor quietly and 
with great effect in the line of moral sua­ 
sion and Gospel suasion. This is tlie true 
way to create a sentiment that will influ­ 
ence legislation and will regulate the 
traffic and that will largely diminish the 
evils resulting from the use of intoxicating 
liquors. 
The decision of Massachusetts will have 
its effect. 
Pennsylvania will vote in June 
on prohibition. Although the State has a 
law under which two-thirds of the saloons 
were suppressed, the jirohibitionists were 
not satisfied, and they demanded the sub­ 
mission of an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion prohibiting tlie sale or manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors. The Legislature 
yielded to this demand, and the vote will 
be taken in June. W hat has occurred in 
Massachusetts forecasts tlie result in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
In the former the majority 
against prohibition was over 40,000. 
In 
the latter it will be over 80,000. 
It is imjyortant 
that liquor dealers 
should not enter this up as a victory for 
their side. These peojtle have contributed 
much to the cause of prohibition by using, 
or attemjiting to use, political jiarties on 
the side of free liquors. 
They succeeded 
so far that they almost brought prohibi­ 
tion. 
W hat the country wants, and what it is 
coming to, is not prohibition that does not 
prohibit, or free trade in liquor, but laws 
that will regulate and tax the liquor 
traffic, and as far as possible guard against 
the evils resulting from the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors. 
We have a good law in Ohio. 
It may 
be improved, but it certainly should not 
be imjiaired. 
At any rate, we may say that Massachu­ 
setts spoke in tones on the whole subject 
that will hardly be misunderstood.

SENATOR 
MITCHELL ON THEIR 
INDEBTEDNESS. 


Som e o f th e H istory o f th e A ction 
o f C ongress on th e S u b ­ 
j e c t S o F a r. 


Following are extracts from a speech de­ 
livered by Senator John H . Mitchell, of 
Oregon, in the United States Senate on the 
4th of February, the question being upon 
the adoption of the following resolution : 


Resolved, T hat the bill (S. 3401) to am end an 
A ct en titled “ An Act to aid in the construction 
oí a railroad from the Missouri river to the P a­ 
cific ocean, and to secure to the Governm ent the 
use of the sam e for p o sa l. m ilitary and other 
purjw ses," approved July 1, le62: also to am end 
an Act approved J uly 2, 1864. and also an Act ap­ 
proved May 7,1878. both in am endm ent of said 
Urst-meDtioued Act: and to provide for a settle­ 
m ent of claim s growing out of the issue of 
bonds to aid in the construction of certain of 
said railroads, and to secure to the United States 
th e paym ent of all indebtedness of certain of 
the corporations therein m entioned, w ith the 
accom panying report, No. I » 1, first session Fif­ 
tieth Congress, be, and the sam e is.herebv, re­ 
com m itted to the Select Committee on th e’Prea- 
id eu t's Message transm itting th e report ot the 
Pacific Kailway Commission, w ith instructions 
to include in said bill such proposed legislation 
as in the judgm ent of such com m ittee is proper, 
providing for the ascertainm ent of the am ount 
of the indebtedness to the G overnm ent justly 
payable, due and to become due, by the Central 
Pacific Kail way Company as the successor to the 
C entral t-acific Kailroad Company ol California 
and th e W estern Pacific K ailroad Company, 
in respect to the bonds of the United ¡states 
heretoiore issued to aid in the construction of 
the Central Pacific and the W estern Pacific R ail­ 
roads, and for the proper security aud funding 
o f the same. 
Mr. Mitcbell spoke ns follow s: 
Mr. 
President, as I have no disposition to delay 
action upon any proposition looking to the 
funding of the Pacific Railroad indebted­ 
ness, I propose now to offer some reasons 
why the motion I Lave just subm itted 
should prevail. My motion is to recommit 
the bill to the select committee specially 
raised by order of the Senate for the pur­ 
pose of reporting some legislation looking 
to a settlement of the Pacific railroad in ­ 
debtedness, with instructions to incorpor­ 
ate in it provisions for the funding of the 
indebtedness of ihe Central Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
According to the report of the Pacific 
Railway Commission, and summarized and 
and repealed in the message of the Presi­ 
dent oi the United States to Congress on 
the 17lh of January, 1888, 


TH E BOM TOTAL OF THIS DEBT, 
Principal and interest, to November 1, 
1887, was $110,047,718 58: the principal of 
the bonds which bad been advanced to the 
companies being about $64 000,000. The 
interest to November 1, 1887, according to 
the au'.hority just quoted, was $76,024,­ 
200 58, while the interest calculated to the 
luaturitv of the bonds, some nine years 
hence, added to the principal, will at that 
date (1897). that being the average date of 
m aturity of all the bonds issued, make the 
aggregate of the debt then due, principal 
an d interest, less 
paym ents heretofore 
m ade and which may be hereafter made to 
that date, $178,884.759 50. 
T hat is the 
am ount that would be due from both com­ 
panies when tne bonds m ature, less pay­ 
m ents that have heretofore been made and 
w hich would probably be made under ex­ 
isting law. 
Against this enormous am ount there has 
been repaid by the compauies, according to 
the authority quoted, down to November 1, 
1887, the sum of $30 955,039 61; so that! 
not counting any payments that have been 
m ade since November 1, 1S87, to the pres­ 
ent date, and conceding that no further 
paym ents will be made by the3e companies 
until 1897, the date of the average m aturity 
of the bonds, there would then be due ancl 
payable as interest and principal, according 
to the Pacific Railway Commission, the 
enorm ous aggregate of $147,929.719 89. 
It must, therefore, be conceded that any 
legislation which has for its purpose the 
present security and ultim ate collection of 
this almost fabulous sum, considered in its 
relation as a private deot as contra-distin­ 
guished from a public debt, or a debt owing 
by a Government, m ust be regarded as of 
the very utm ost importance. 
It is not my purpose at this tim e to dis­ 
cuss the merits or demerits of the pending 
b ill: that will be done later on. It is my 
purpose, however, to attract the attention 
of the Senate to the general situation, and 
to inaugurate an inquiry as to the pro­ 
priety and justice uuder all the existing 
circumstances, and the past history of 
legislation in reference to this im port­ 
ant 
subject, 
of 
proceeding 
to 
the 
consideration of the pending bill, which 
only in part undertakes of professes to deal 
w ith this question, and which omits to in ­ 
clude w ithin its provisions matters relating 
to nearly one-half of the whole contro­ 
versy. 
In other words, I propose to inquire 
w hether it is not a fact that it is the duty 
of Congress, if it acts at all, to proceed at 
once aud w ithout any unnecessary delay, 
and iu one piece of legislation, and not by 
duplicates or triplicates, to consider this 
whole subject and to provide at the earliest 
possible mom ent such legislation as will, 
in so far as possible under all the existing 
circumstances, secure to the Government 
the ultim ate paym ent of this entire debt, 
together with such reasonable interest as 
m ay be proper, all the circumstances con­ 
sidered, to be paid sem i-annually to the 
Governm ent on all deferred payments. 


TIIE INVESTIGATION. 
Rv th e Act of Congress approved March 
1887. entitled “ An Act authorizing an 
investigation of the books, accounts, and 
m ethaosof railroads which have received 
aid from the United States, in bonds, and 
for o th e r purposes,” the Congress of the 
United S tates, o n ce more, after m any fail­ 
ures in the past, entered upon the work 
with an evident determination to accom­ 
plish it, ot doing two things: 
First—To ascertain, after a most rigid in­ 
vestigation, the present indebtedness to the 
Governm ent of the United States of all 
railroads that have received aid from the 
Government in bonds; and. 
Second—To enact such legislation in the 
shape of a funding measure which would 
in so far as possible, under all the circum­ 
stances of the respective cases, secure ulti­ 
m ate paym ent to the Government of the 
whole of such indebtedness, including such 
interest on all deferred payments as might 
seem reasonable and proper in each indi­ 
vidual case, all the circumstances consid­ 
ered. 
Never before had Congress manifested 
sucb determ ination and never before in all 
the m any previous attem pts made to ac­ 
complish this purpose had such unanim ity 
of sentim ent and action characterized the 
proceedings, as it will be remembered the 
Act ju st referred to received the vote of 
every mem ber present of the two houses of 
Congress. 
This legislation was intended to include 
w ithin its grasp, and did in plain and un­ 
equivocal terms include within its provis­ 
ions. D o t merely one or more but all of the 
Pacific railroads which had previous to 
th at tim e received aid from the Govern­ 
m ent in bonds. It did Dot, however, in­ 
clude anv railroad, however much aided in 
grants of lands or otherwise, that did not 
receive anv aid in bonds. 
By the first section of that Act the Presi­ 
dent of the United States was authorized to 
appoint three Commissioners, and 
the 
character of the Commissioners 
whom 
Congress evidently expected tobe appointed 
was plainly indicated by the fact that by 
the provisions of such Act each should re­ 
ceive compensation at the rate of $750 per 
m onth and all necessary traveling expenses 
and board bills; that they should have a 
stenographer and the right to fix his coni- 
S 
ensatiou: that tbeseCommissioners should 
ave the power to exam ine all books, pa­ 
pers and methods of all such railroad com­ 
panies. employ experts, if necessary, and 
they should at all times be under the im ­ 
mediate direction and control of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
Section 2 of the Act prescribed in detail, 
w ith m uch exactness, the dutie3 of such 
Commission, and is as follows : 
Section 2. T h at the duty of said Commission 
sh all be to exam ine into the working and finan­ 
cial m anagem ent of all the rail m ads th at have re­ 
ceived aid from the G vernm ent in b o n d s; to as­ 
certain w hether they have observed all the ob­ 
ligations imposed iq o n them by the laws of the 
U nited States un d er w hich they received such 
aid, or w hich have been since passed in refer­ 
ence thereto, and eom pl'ed w ith all other obli­ 
gations to the United S tates; and w hether their 
iiooks and accounts are or have been so kept ts 
to show the net earnings of the aided roads, and 
w hat said books and accounts actually show in 
regard thereto, and w hat have been in fact said 
n e t earnings; or w hether there has been a 
diversion oi earnings o f 
aided 
roads 
to 
less productive branches, through construct­ 
ive m ileage allow ances o r average m ileage 
allow ances between aided and uon-aided roads 
or parts of roads, or otherwise, and also w hether 
such system of constructive m ileage allow ance 
is fair aud usual, and in practical operation haa 
resulted adver-ely or otherw ise to the aided 
roads and the interest of the United States; or 
w h eth er there has been a diversion ot earnings 
o f aided roads to w rongful or im proper p u r­ 
poses, and. if so, to w hat ex ten t; w hether there 
is a discrimination ot rates in tavor of u n­ 
aided against aided roads;

KDd ow ing to th e United States on account of 
mistaken or erroneous accounts, reports or

such stock, and the reasou for such increase; 
and the am ount of the annual salaries or com ­ 
pensation th a t are l o w or at any prior tim e 
have beeu paid to any officer or em ploye of said 
com pauy, w hen such salary or com pensation 
am ounts to 85,000 or m ore per annum , aud the 
nam es of the persons now receiving or who 
have heretofore received sucli salaries or com ­ 
pensation, aud all bonuses or donations w hich 
may have beeu given or paid t* any such per­ 
son; aud all paym ent m ade under the head of 
legal expenses, to whom m ade, and the am ount 
paid to each, and for w hat specific services such 
paym ents were m ade. 
Said Commission shall also inquire into and 
report upou the relations of said railroads to the 
interests of the com m unities through whicn 
they p a ss; to all questions concerning the pay­ 
m ent o f taxes, especially upon lands granted by 
Cougress, and the delay of said com panies in 
taking out patents for such la u d s: the rates of 
fare aud fretghtcharged, discrim inations, ditler- 
entials, pools and other devices, and the facili­ 
ties and accom m odations furnished to the 
patrons of such roads ; and th eir report shall 
em brace a consideration of the interests and 
rights of said com m unities as affec ed by w hat­ 
ever plan of settlem ent or paym ent ot the exist­ 
ing debt m ay be proposed. 
8aid Commissioners shall also consider aud 
report w hether th e interests of the United stales 
require any extension of the tim e fi r perform ­ 
ance ot the obligations to the United States of 
said com panies, or any of them , and the facts 
and circum stances upon which said opinion is 
based, including the security held by the Uni ed 
States for the perform ance of such obligations, 
and the value thereof, aud the vaiue of ttie 
property of such com panies, aud either of them , 
uot included iu such security, aud w hat further 
security it is expedient that said com pauies 
shall be required to give; aud if iu th eir opinion 
such extension shall tie required by the interests 
of the United States, theyshall subm it aschem e 
for such extension, w hich shall secure to the 
United States full paym ent ofAll debts due them 
from said com panies, w ith a reasonable rate of 
interest, in such tim e as the Commissioners 
shall propose, having duo regard to the finan­ 
cial ability oi said com panies and the proper 
conduct of th eir busine s in such m anner as 
shall afford efficient service to the public. 
_ And the said Commission shall report in full 
in regard to all such m atters aforesaid, ami in 
regard to any other m atters w hich m ay be as­ 
certained or come to th eir knowledge in re­ 
gard to said com panies respectively, on or be­ 
fore December 1,1887, to the President of the 
United Mates, w ho shall forward said report to 
Cong ess, w ith such recom m endations or com ­ 
m ents as he m ay see fit to m ake in the premises. 
The Commissioners shall also ascertain the 
average cost per annum of Governm ent trans­ 
portation in the region now traversed by the 
Pacific railroads between th e year 1850 and the 
com pletion of said rouds, ai d also the average 
cost per annum since such com pletion, aud 
w hat additional facilities have been furnished 
to the -nv em m en t and the people by said roads; 
also to inquire w hat discount the Pacific Kail­ 
road and its several branches were forced to 
m ake, in disposiug of the bonds guaranteed by 
the Governm ent, to obtain the gold coin w hich 
was the currency of the country through which 
the greater part of said roads passed; also to 
ascertain the com parative cost of constructiou 
of said roads as com pared w ith w hat they 
would have cost w ith the price» of labor and 
com m odities prevailing five years preceding or 
five years subsequent to the com pletion of said 
road.-: also to Inquire w hether or not the 
Pacific Kailroad was com pleted in less tim e 
than 
was 
allowed 
by 
law, 
and, if so 
how m uch less tim e, and if the United States 
was benefited thereby: also to inquire if either 
of the Pacific railioad com panies have liccn 
em barrassed and their earning capacity im ­ 
paired by antagonistic local or State legislation: 
also to inquire if the United States, since the 
Union and Central Pacific Kailroad i.'ouit anies 
accepted ihe term s proposed by Congress for the 
construction of the Pacific Railroad, has granted 
aid in lands lor building com pering parallel 
railroads to said Pacific railroads, and. ¡1 so, 
how m any such roads, and to w hat exteut 
such com peting lines have Im paired ihe earn­ 
ing capacity of the Pacific railroads; also to in­ 
quire if the United Stales have contracts with 
branch roads controlled by either of said Pacific 
roads for carry ing United States mails, and, if so, 
w hat service has been perform ed by them , and 
w hat m oney, it any, has been paid for such 
service, aud what rem ains due and unpaid, and 
it the United States 
by failing to pay for 
such m ail services has 
em barrassed 
said 
railroad 
com panies, 
or either 
ot 
them , 
in paying th eir indebtedness to the U nited 
Mates : also to inquire if the several Pacific 
railroad com panies have com plied w ith the pro­ 
visions of “ An act to alter aud am end the act 
entitled ‘An act to aid iu the construction of a 
railroad and telegraph line from the Missouri 
river to the Pacific ocean, aud to secure to the 
Governm ent ihe use of the sam e for postal, m il­ 
itary aud other purposes,’ approved July 1,1862, 
aud also to a ter and am end the act of Congress 
approved Julv 2. 1861, in am endm ent of said 
first-named Act," commonly known as the T hur­ 
m an Act. and, if not. in w hat particulars they 
have failed to com ply; also to inquire w hat 
sums the Pacific railroads and their branches 
can severally pay annually cn account of their 
indebtedness to the United States w ithout im ­ 
posing sucli burdens upon the people, and par­ 
ticularly upou the localities through w hich the 
roads pass, as to retard the developm ent of the 
country. 
That the Commissioners hereby created, or 
cither of them , shall have power to require the 
attendance aud testim ony of witnesses and the 
production of all books, 
pajiers, contracts, 
agreem ents aud docum ents relating to the m at­ 
ter under investigation and to adm inister oaths; 
and to that end m ay invoke the aid of any 
Court of the United States iu requiring the at­ 
tendance and testim ony of witnesses and the 
production of books, papers and docum ents 
under the provisions of this section. Any of the 
Circuit and District Courts of the United S tabs 
w ithin the jurisdiction of w hich m ch inquiry 
is carried ou m ay, in case of contum acy or re­ 
fusal to obey a su b |« n a issued to any t>erson, 
tssua an order requiring any such peison to ap­ 
pear before said Commissioners or either of 
them , as the ea-e m ay be, and produce" books 
and papers if so ordered, and give evidence 
touchiug the m atter in question ; and any fail­ 
ure to obey such order oi the Court m ay bt* pun­ 
ished by such Court as a contem pt thereof. 
The claim that any such testim ony or evi­ 
dence may tend to crim inate the pet- >n giving 
such evidence shall not excuse such witness 
from testifying ; but such evidence or teslim ouy 
shall not be used against such person on the 
trial of any crim inal proceeding. 


$ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 APPROPRIATED. 
By the third section of the Act att appro­ 
priation from the Treasury of the United 
States of $100,000, or so much thereof as 
might be necessary, was made for the pur­ 
poses of the "investigation provided for in 
th e A ct.” 
Section 4 conferred upon theSecretary of 
the Treasury, under the direction of the 
President, the power to redeem or other­ 
wise clear off any paramount lien, mortgage 
or other incum brance by paying the sums 
lawfully due in respect thereof out of the 
Treasury of the United States whenever in 
the opinion of the President it m ight be 
deemed nq^essary to the protection of the 
interests and the preservation of the security 
of the United Stales in respect of its lien, 
mortgage or other interest in any of the 
property in any or all qf the several com­ 
panies upon which a lien, mortgage or 
other incum brance paramount to the right, 
title or interest of the United States in the 
same property or any part of the same 
might exist or be then lawfully liable to be 


enforced, while Section 5 of the Act, which 
is the only rem aining section, provided for 
the m anner of investm ent of the sinking 
funds accum ulated in the Treasury under 
the Thurm an Act. 
In pursuance of this Act the Commission 
was appointed and the investigation made, 
and on the 17th of January, 1S-S8. the Pres­ 
ident of the United States, in a message to 
Congress of that date, transm itted the re­ 
port of this Commission, and also the re­ 
port of the m inority Commissioner, the 
three Commissioners having been unabie 
to agree as to the m anner iu which these 
railroads should be treated respecting their 
indebtedness to the United States, or to 
Upite upon the plan best calculated to se­ 
cure the paym ent of such indebtedness. 
These two reports, and the accompany­ 
ing message of the President, became the 
bases of further action by Congress looking 
to the accom plishment of the great purpose 
indicated, namely, the ascertainm ent of the 
present value of the indebtedness of these 
companies severally included in this legis­ 
lation and in these reports, the funding of 
the same, and the creation of such means 
as would result in its security and ultim ate 
paym ent. The initiatory step in this pro­ 
ceeding was taken in the Senate on the I7th 
day of January, 1888, by the raising of a se­ 
lect committee of this body, composed of 
five Senators, and which, on January 23, 
1888, was increased to seven. 
In pursuance of this order of the Senate, 
the 
following 
nam ed 
Senators 
were 
designated : 
Messrs. Frye ( C hairm an), 
Dawes, Hiscock, Davis, Morgan, Butler and 
Hearst, and to which select comm ittee the 
message ot the President and accompany­ 
ing reports were committed. 
This committee, it will be observed, was 
not raised for the purpose of considering 
sim ply the indebtedness of the Union Paci­ 
fic Railroad Company, was not raised for 
the purpose simply ot considering the in­ 
debtedness of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company and its branches, but it was 
raised, as the record shows, for the purpose 
of considering this whole subject and re­ 
porting upon it. 
This special committee subsequently en­ 
tered upon their work, and on the 31st day 
of July, 1888, to the surprise of many, re­ 
ported to the Senate a bill with an accom­ 
panying report, which bill provided for the 
ascertainment of the value of the indebted­ 
ness of the Union Pacific and its branches, 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad Company, and 
the Central Branch Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany only, but did not include or make anv 
reference to the Central Pacific. 
T hat was omitted entirely. The com ­ 
pany representing the company and its 
branches that is indebted to the Govern­ 
m ent in a sum nearly equal in am ount to 
that of the company that the committee 
has dealt with has been silently, for some 
reason, ignored ; and not only that, but 
seven long m onths have transpired since 
this select comm ittee made its report with 
reference to the Union Pacific and its 
branches, and yet it makes no sign w hat­ 
ever in reference to the othei great contro­ 
versy in which the Government of the 
United States is so largely interested.

If there were anything in the suggestion 
made by my friend, the Senator from 
Maine [Mr. Frye], the Chairm an of the 
committee, that the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the two cases were so different 
as to require the application of different 
remedies, then why is it that after having 
reported a bill seven long m onths ago, 
which only dealt with one branch of the 
case, the committee has not since then, 
with all this lapse of time, taken up the 
other branch of the case to which it is 
claimed a different remedy should be ap­ 
plied, or at least a remedy containing dif­ 
ferent terms, and report that to the Senate? 
This whole investigation started in the 
first place upon the theory that it was 


ONE GREAT CONTROVERSY, 
And that there should be a thorough inves­ 
tigation of the whole business. One Act of 
Congress covered the whole business when 
the Commission was appointed with in­ 
structions to investigate the whole matter. 
T hat Commission made a report in which 
they accompanied w hat they had to say by 
way of report with two bilis, one looking 
to the funding, security, and ultim ate pay­ 
m ent of the debt of the Union Pacific and 
its branches, and another bill in the same 
book and as part of the same report, sug­ 
gesting legislation looking to the funding 
of the debt of the Central Pacific, with se­ 
curity so far as security could be obtained, 
and its ultim ate paym ent when it became 
due. 
Therefore I insist that it is not wise now 
to have the roads fork at this stage of the 
procession, to proceed w ith one part of the 
controversy in each branch of Congress, 
and perm it the other parts of the contro­ 
versy to rem ain untouched, unconsidered, 
until we find out w hat the outcome may 
be of the bill which has been reported. 
The question now arises, why is it, after 
ail the steps indicated by me have been 
taken—the passage of the Act of March 3, 
1887, unanim ously by CoDgress, w ithout a 
dissenting vote in titb er House, the ap­ 
pointm ent of the Commission, tbe investi­ 
gation, the report. the suggestions of the 
President of the United States, the order 
of the Senate creating the select com m it­ 
tee, tbe lapse of over six m onths before 
subm itting any measure whatever—that 
such committee should then in their report 
and in the bill subm itted by them deal 
with one road only, the Union Pacific and 
its two branches, the Kansas Pacific Rail­ 
road Company’, and the Central Branch 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
and entirely om it from the provisions of 
the bill ail the other Pacific railroads; or 
rather, the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany of California, and the Western Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, which was in­ 
cluded in every step taken prior to the re- 
¡vort of this committee, including] he very 
order of the the Senate that breamed the 
brea'h of life into it and caused it to live 
and act? 


TH E THURMAN 
ACT 
A 
MOST 
CONSPICUOUS 
FAILURE. 


In 1878, when w hat is known as the 
Thurm an Funding Act was under discus­ 
sion in the Senate, I opposed it with all the 
power I could command, and for reasons 
which I then gave on this floor ; 
and for 
the reasons then given, the validity and ab­ 
solute soundness of which, although not 
received as such at the time, have been 
vindicated beyond all question by the his­ 
tory of the operations of that Act, I shall 
now, and always oppose any further legis­ 
lation which has for its basis the underly­ 
ing principle upon which the T hurm an 
Act is predicated. 
I m ust not be misunderstood or misre­ 
presented. I was never opposed to some 
suitable, proper and effective legislate n 
looking to the funuing of the Pacific Rail­ 
road indebtedness. On the contrary, I was 
then, ant now, aDd always have been, aud 
always expect to be, earnestly in favor of 
such legislation. Not only so ; I was, when 
the Tnurraan Funding Act was passed, as 
was a large m inority of this senate, in 
favor of a certain, specific measure, agreed 
upon in committee after a most thorough 
and careful consideration of the whole 
subject, and which looked to a final and 
complete settlem ent of this whole contro­ 
versy on a basis of m utuality of agreement 
between tbe Government and the compa­ 
nies, and the reimbursement, on fair and 
reasonable terms, to the U nit d States of 
the vast sum s included in the principal and 
interest of bonds issued to the aided roads. 
N oram I unm indful, Mr. President, of 
the tact that it was quite fashionable eleven 
years ago, when the Thurm an funding bill 
was under discussion, for certain men, 
some ot them tben and now Senators, to 
denounce ell who opposed it und who 
favored another measure for the settlement 
of this great question, as working in the 
interest of corporations anil in opposition 
to the true interests of the United States. 
Time, however, sets all things eveD; the 
imperishable records of history sometimes 
come to the rescue and vindicate the in­ 
tegrity. and judgm ent of men as well. In 
reviewing tnis subject aDd its history the 
past few years, we may correctly conclude 
not only as to the motives, but the relative 
judgm ents of men as well. W e may not 
infrequently glean instruction by consult­ 
ing tbe records of the past. 
I propose at 
this time, as bearing materially aud directly 
on the subject under discust.ion, to review 
the history of tbe controversy in this 
Chamber in the spring of 1878, which re­ 
sulted in tbe passage of tbe T hurm an bill, 
to compare the Thurm an Act and its practi­ 
cal operations with the bill and its probable 
operations, bad it been adopted in its stead 
as reported from theR ailroad Committee of 
the Senate, March 11, 1878, of which com­ 
mittee I had the honor at the tim e to be 
Chairman. 
This bill was reported from that com­ 
mittee, however, not by myself, although 
it had my earnest and unqualified support, 
as well as the earnest and unqualified sup­ 
port of every member of that committee, 
tben composed of the following-named 
Senators: Henry L. Dawes of Massachu­ 


setts, H. M. Teller of Colorado, Alvin Saun­ 
ders of Nebraska, W illiam W iudom of 
Minnesota, Stanlev M atthews of Ohio, S. 
W . Dorsey of Arkansas. M att W . Ransom 
of North Carolina, W. H . Barnum of Con­ 
necticut, L. Q. C. Lamar of Mississippi, 
David H . Armstrong of Missouri, aud tuy- 
seif as Chairman. 
The bill was prepared and reported by 
one whose personal integrity, whose trans­ 
cendent ability as a jurist, will be ques­ 
tioned by none. 
I refer to tbe then Sena­ 
tor Matthews of Ohio, now a distinguished 
and honored Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United Slates from that State. 


TH E CONTEST IN TH E SENATE AT THAT TIM E 
Was not one of a funding bill o rno funding 
bill. Ou the contrary, every member of 
the Senate tealized the im portance, the 
imperative necessity of some legislation 
looking to a funding of the Pacific railroad 
indebtedness; all w ithout exception were 
in favor of one or the other of these two 
bills. The contest was between the bill re­ 
ported by Judge Thurm an, of tbe Judiciary 
Committee, and which finally became the 
law, and the bill reported from the Com­ 
mittee on Railroads by Senator Matthews. 
Each member of the Senate supported one 
or the other of these two bills. The Sen­ 
ators who supported the Matthews bill 
were then, as it is the custom with many 
and delight of some in certain quarters 
now. denounced as railroad Senators,labor­ 
ing in the interest of the railroads and in 
opposition to the best interests of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I propose, therefore, to compare these 
two bills, and, in the calcium light of the 
History of the past, I shall leave the un ­ 
prejudiced tax-payer, the honest journalist, 
tbe im partial Judge, and the fair-minded 
throughout the reatnt to judge as to which 
ot these two bills was the best calculated to 
protect the National Treasury and to secure 
to the United States, on proper term s and 
at a proper time, the complete reim burse­ 
ment of every dollar owing to tne United 
States, or which was to become due from 
the aided Pacific railroad companies. And 
that there may be no m isunderstanding or 
mistake in regard to the real character of 
these two bills, I propose to incorporate iu 
my rem arks and place in juxtaposition the 
Thurm an Act and the Matthews bill in ex­ 
tenso. I ask that they be read. 
The Secretary read as follow s: 


TH E TH l'BM A N FUNDING ACT. 
All Act to alter and am end the Act entitled 
“ An Act to aid iu the coustnt. tiou ot a railroad 
and telegraph line from the Missouri river to 
the Pacific ocean, and to secure to the Govern­ 
m ent the use of the sam e for postal, m ilitary, 
and other purposes,” approved July 1,1862, and 
also to alter and am end the Act of Congress ap­ 
proved July 2,1861, in am endm ent of said first- 
nam ed Act.

D. 1864, Congress passed an Act iu am endm ent 
of said first-m entioned Act; and 
W hereas the Union Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, nam ed in said Acts, and under the 
authority thereof, undertook to construct a rail­ 
way, after the passage thereof, over some part 
ot the line m entioned in said Acts; and 
W hereas, under the authority of the said two 
Acts, the Central Pacific Kailroad Company of 
California, a corporation existing uuder the 
law s of the State of California, undertook to 
construct a railw ay, alter th e passage of said 
Acts, over some part of the line m entioned iu 
said Acts; and 
W hereas the U nited States, upon dem and of 
said Central Pacific Railroad C om jany. have 
heretofore issued, by way of loan and as pro­ 
vided in said Acts, to and for the benefit of said 
com pany, in aid of the purposes nam ed in said 
Acts, the bonds of the United States, pavable in 
thirty years Irom the date thereof, w ith 'interest 
at 6 per cent, per annum , payab'e half vearly, 
to the am ount of 825,885,120, w hich said "bonds 
have been sold in the m arket or otherw ise dis­ 
posed of by said com pany; aud 
W hereas the said Central Pacific Company 
has issued aud disposed of an am ount of its own 
hoods e ju a l to the am ount so issued by the 
United Stales, and secured the sam e by m ortg­ 
age, am i w hich are, if law fully issued and dis­ 
posed of, a prior and param ount lien, in the re­ 
spect m entioned in said Acts, to th at of the 
United States, as stated, and secured thereby; 
and 
W hereas, after the passage of said Acts, the 
W estern Pacific Railroad Company, a corpora­ 
tion then existing under the laws of California, 
did. under the authority of Congress, become 
the asslgneeof the rights, duties aud obligations 
of the Slid Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
as provided in the Act of Congress passed on 
the 3d of March, A. D. 1865, aud did, under the 
uuthonty of the said Act, and of the Act* afore­ 
said. construct a railroad from the city of ran 
Jose to the city ol Sacram ento, in California, 
and did dem and and re- eive Irom the United 
States the sum ot 81,970,560 of the bonds of the 
United Stutea, of the descrirtion belore m en­ 
tioned as issued to the Central Pacific Company, 
and iu the sam e m aim er aud under the provis­ 
ions of said Acts: i. nd upon aud in respect of 
the bouds so issued to both said com panies, the 
United States have paid interest to the sum of 
more than thirteen aud a half m illion dollars, 
w hich has not beeu reim bursed; and 
W hereas, said W estern Pacific Kailroad Com­ 
pany has issued and disposed o f an am ount of 
its own bonds equal to the am ount so issued by

m ortgage, w hich are, it law fully issued and dis­ 
posed of, a p rio r and param ount lien to th a t of 
the United States, as stated, aud secured thereby: 
and 
W hereas said W estern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany has since become m erged in and consoli­ 
dated w ith said Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, under the nam e o f the Central Pacific 
Kailroad Compauy, whereby the said Central 
Pacific Railroad Company h as become liable to 
all the burdens, duties and obligations before 
resting upon said W estern Pacific Kailroad Com­ 
pany : aud divers other railroad com panies 
have beeu m erged iu aud consolidated w ith 
said Central Pacific Kailroad Compauy ; aud, 
W hereas the United -States, upon the dem and 
of the said Union Pacific Kailroad Company, 
have heretofote i-sued, by way of loan to it aud 
as provided in said Acts, the boudsof the United 
States, payable in thirty years from the date 
ther» of. w ith interest at 6 per cent, per annum , 
payab e half-yearly, the principal sums of 
which am ount to 827,236,512; on w nich the 
United States have paid over 810,000,000 interest 
over and above all reim bursem ents; which 
said bonds have been sold in the m arket or 
otherw ise disposed of by said corporation ; and, 
W hereas said corporation has issued and dis­ 
posed of an am ount ot its own bonds equal to 
the am ounts so issued to it by the United States 
as aforesaid, and secured tne same by mortgage, 
and which are. ii lawfully issued aud disposed 
of. a prior and param ount lien, in tbe respect 
m entioned iu said Acts, to th at of th e United 
States, as stated and secured thereby ; and 
W hereas the total liabilities (exclusive of in ­ 
terest to accrue) to all creditors, including the 
United States, of the said Central Pacific com ­ 
pany. am ount in tb e aggregate to m ore th in 
896,000,000, and those of the said Union Pacific 
Railroad Company to m ore than Ss8,(iOO,OOJ; 
and 
W hereas the United States, in view of the in­ 
debtedness aud operations of said several rail­ 
road com panies respectively, aud of the disposi­ 
tion of the respective incomes, are Dot and can­ 
not, w ithout further legislation, be set ure in 
th eir interests in and concerning said respective 
railroads aud corporations, either as m entioned 
iu said Acts or otherw ise; and 
W hereas a due regard to the rights of said 
several com panies respectfully, as m entioned in 
said Act of 1862. as well as just security to the 
United Stales iu the premises, and in respect of 
all the m atte s set forth in said Act, require 
th a t the said Act of 1862 be altered and am ended 
as hereinafter en acted ; and 
W hereas, by reason of the prem ises also, as 
well as for other causes of public goo t and jus 
tice, the powers provid» d and reset ved in said 
Act of 1864 tor the am endm ent aud alteration 
thereof ought a so to be exercised as hereafter 
enacted. Therefore,

Be ú enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
senialivcs of the United Stale» of America in Con­ 
gress asm mblcd, T nal iu order t »establish a sink­ 
ing fund tor the purpose ol liquidating the 
claim s of th e Governm ent ou account of the 
bonds advanced under said Act of July 1,1862, 
aud the Acts am ending the same or supple­

THE WORLD’S SUGAR CROP. 


F e a r s T h a t th e s u p p ly w i l l N o t E q u a l 
th e D e m a n d . 
The H aw aiian sugar planters are de­ 
lighted^ over the favorable prospects of 
high prices for sugar. 
The H aw aiian crop 
will be the largest ever taken oil’the islands, 
am ounting to fully 125,000 tons and possi­ 
bly more, notw ithstanding the fact that a 
very dry season has been experienced. The 
highest prices ever received by Hawaiian 
planters for tlieir sugar was 7.42 cents per 
pound in 1882. 
Since then the prices 
have gradually been decreasing, until two 
or three years ago most of the planters 
did little more than pay expenses. 
At 
the present tim e raw sugar is 7.33 cents 
per jwund, so th at it has almost reached 
the highest price ever experienced. 
Raw 
sugar is to-day nearly 1.83 cents higher 
than it was at the same tim e last year. 
Taking the season’s H aw aiian crop at 125,­ 
000 tons, and allowing an average advance 
of one per cent, per pound over last year’s 
prices, w ith the present condition of the 
world’s sugar m arket, it is likely that the 
average will be m aintained for the whole 
crop, and the profits of the H aw aiian 
planters increased $2,500,000 over and 
above the profits of the year 1888. 
The 
latest reports of the sugar supplies of the 
world indicate th at there is a doubt in the 
minds of some of the sugar authorities as 
to w hether the supplies of raw sugar known 
to exist throughout the world will be 
equal to the amount required for consump­ 
tion until next season’s crops begin to ar­ 
rive in November. 
Telegraphic advices 
show a very firm m arket, and those in the 
trade who are in a position to know, feel 
confident that top prices have not as yet 
been reached.—Han Francisco Post.

" A S E WOMEN TO BLAME 1" 


Five of the leading female w riters of the 
country discuss the question in the current 
number of the North American Review, 
"A re women to blame for unhappiness in 
m arriage?” 
liebecca 
Harding 
Davis 
sensibly declines to make answer. 
She 
declares th at such a question cannot be 
answered ; th at it has been discussed since 
Ac aril's tim e and must remain an open 
one. 
She is eorreet in the conclusion she 
rea lies but we may except to her refer­ 
ence to Adam. 
There was no doubt in his 
m ind about the m atter, since he very 
bluntly replied that it was the woman who 
gave him to eat of the cause of the first 
recorded m atrim onial 
difficulty. 
The 
most that the m other of m ankind could 
say in her defense, was to report the 
serpent as the source and cause of the 
error; certainly she did not lay the blame 
at the door of her husband. 
Seriously, 
however, the essayist has the courage to 
say in this age of doubt and sneering, that 
from her reading and observation, she is 
convinced th a t the vast m ajority of m ar­ 
riages are happy. Rose T erry Cooke, while 
not disposed to relieve husbands of any 
responsibility in the m atter, is inclined to 
th e belief that women are most to blame 
for such unhappiness as there is in the 
m arried state. 
H er 
reasons are that 
women often m arry from wrong and inex­ 
cusable m otives; 
th a t they frequently 
enter into the m arriage contract with 
entirely mistaken views of the relation 
and the responsibility involved ; that they 
are often unhappy in marriage, because 
the average woman is im p atien t; because 
she is exacting by nature and education, 
especially in the latter days, when there 
is such manifest disposition to arrogate to 
herself the strength, authority and capac­ 
ity of man ; because women are inconsider­ 
ate; though not so selfish as men they 
nevertheless find it difficult to understand 
them , and therefore judge them by their 
own standard ; lastly, because women are 
alm ost always jealous. 
There is enough 
of truth in the essayist’s }>osition to sug­ 
gest a good deal of thought, and just 
enough of error to bring upon her the 
m aledictions of a m ultitude of her sex, who 
w ill thus demonstrate the soundness of so 
much of her argum ent as is true. 


years of residence among us, and settle­ 
m ent for life in the role of a social critic 
in the principal metropolis of the conti­ 
nent. 
She is equally severe upon the 
wives who assume the obligation ignorant 
of domestic service, and the relation that 
exists between domestic felicity and a well 
cooked m eal; who fail to realize that food 
is “ the nerve force of our social affec­ 
tions ;” who are insensible to that domestic 
disorder known as th e “ tem per disease;” 
who make jealous)’ the food of the divorce 
court, and fall into the deplorable error of 
forgetting, or never know th at “ the Irest 
love, like the best wine, ilows w ithout 
pressing;” those also, who are beset with 
the craze for excitem ent and sensation ; 
and those who m arry recklessly, w ith the 
divorce court in mind if the venture 
should happen to be a failure. 
B ut more 
blameworthy than all others are the wives 
who force living beyond income, and the 
husbands of whom, if they save themselves 
from ruin and dishonor, do so at the sacri­ 
fice of their happiness. 
As for men, while 
Mrs. B arr holds th at every man is just 
w hat some woman has made him , she ex­ 
cuses them for nothing th at is error on 
their part, and palliates none of their 
offenses; 
she counts*thera among the 
especially guilty when they m arry imma­ 
ture women, girls in their teens, “ who 
have all the crudeness and tartness of sour 
fruit.” 
The judgm ents of such are harsh( 
their prejudices stifij their sym pathies nar­ 
row, and their self-assertion abnormal. 
A 
few years more of maidenhood would have 
mellowed or ripened such into reason, 
knowledge of hum an nature, accord with 
hum an sympathies. 


T he justification for referring so extend­ 
edly to expressions of prom inent women 
upon the question of marriage, who have 
had special opportunties to study men and 
women in many light», and who have 
attained position as social analysts, is 
found in the interest of the subject in the 
first place, the strong contrasts of views, 
and lastly in the evident truths in which 
each, to 
some extent, deals. 
But to 
Mrs. Barr m ust be conceded the approval 
of the calm -thinking, and those who look 
upon the purpose of marriage as something 
above and beyond and infinitely superior 
to the ideal of passionate youth, as some­ 
thing too holy for calculating avarice or 
sickly sentim entality. 
M arriage w ithout 
love is profanation of the most sacred rela­ 
tion of life; m arriage for convenience is a 
social crim e; m arriage in anticipation of 
an unending honeymoon is a folly th at 
will reap tears for unreason sow n; m ar­ 
riage w ithout full contemplation of its 
obligations, the demand for concessions 
inseparable from the life partnership of 
hearts and w ithout the resolution, coupled 
w ith the ability to keep it, to forbear and 
to deny self—these are the unions th a t 
make it possible for the question to be 
asked, “Is marriage a failure?” and th at 
other moving upon

thy level, “W ho is to blame when there is 
apparent failure?” 
M arriage is not a fail­ 
ure. 
As an institution of civilization it is 
the chief of its successes. 
Those who 
doubt are either incom petent to answer 
the question from lack of knowledge of the 
history of the race, or are soured optimists, 
a new and apt designation some wit has 
given to pessimists. 
If it may be granted 
with Mrs. Barr th at for domestic infelicity 1 
women are most to blame, there must be

M arion Ilarland believes truest happi­ 
ness is found, or is to lie made in the m ar­ 
ried state. 
A t the risk of seeming dis­ 
loyal to her sex, she holds th at women are 
most to blame, but charges the fact upon 
our system of educating them . 
It is im ­ 
possible to ascertain from that which, she 
writes, what Catherine Owen thinks of the 
question. 
She would divide the blame, 
but finds it quite impossible to do so to her 
own satisfaction, and she certainly does not 
do so to the satisfaction of her readers. 
T here is, however, truth and strength in 
her suggestion th at there is not nearly so 
much unhappiness in m arriage as those 
would have us believe who are constantly 
pushing the question to the front, “Is m ar­ 
riage a failure?” 
T he truth is, that we 
hear a great deal more of conjugal infe­ 
licity nowadays th in formerly for three 
reasons, the augmented facilities with 
w hich news is gathered and made public, 
th e prying and im pertinent character of 
th e sensational press, and, as the essayist 
suggests, because these woes are not, under 
the social systems of the hour that have 
dulled the sensibilities, concealed behind 
the pride and sensitiveness th a t once made 
their revelation a shame and a lasting hu­ 
m iliation.

It was a very graceful act on the part of 
the Texans to invite the President of the 
Mexican Republic to attend the opening 
of the Texan Spring Palace, at Fort W orth, 
this month. 
Though the invitation was 
fortified by a letter from Secretary Blaine, 
President 
Diaz cannot accept, for the 
reason that a constitutional provision for­ 
bids his leaving the Republic. 
But he 
expresses his thanks in a very warm letter 
of acknowledgment, and couples the ex­ 
pression w ith assurances of his regard for 
this country and his earnest desire for the 
cultivation of the most cordial and close 
friendly relations between the two Repub­ 
lics. 
lie adds th at while he cannot visit 
the exhibition, he will send to represent 
him some of the foremost men of Mexico. 
This is very pleasant, indeed, since it is 
known that there is not among the people of 
Mexico very much love or even respect for 
Americans. 
The Mexican has not perm it­ 
ted the old sore to heal, notwithstanding 
the fact th at the leading minds of the 
Mexican Republic have striven to remove 
the prejudices that the masses of the peo­ 
ple entertain against the Americans. This 
pring Palace, which the Texans are to 
open this month at Fort W orth, is a re­ 
markable structure, and m ight well give 
Californians a hint upon which they m ight 
improve with profit, in the m atter of adver­ 
tising the resources of the State. 
The 
palace is to be known as the “ Karporam a,” 
from the (ireek “ karpos,” meaning pro­ 
ducts, fruits of the earth, and “ orauia,” 
view 
or 
picture. 
The 
plural 
is 
“ Karpo'ramata,” and hence the views, or 
worked out pictures in the interior of the 
structure, are to be called “ K arporam ata.” 
The building, which 
is very 
spacious 
and of handsome design, is being con­ 
structed exclusively of Texas products. 
The great dome will be covered entirely 
with Texas wheat. 
The lofty lowers will 
be constructed one of corn, another of cot­ 
ton, another of oats, and still another of 
ocean shells. 
Upon the lower floors the 
products of the State will be arranged in 
groups, as minerals, cereals, fruits, vege­ 
tables, etc. 
The upper floors and galleries 
will be devoted to the exhibition of the 
handiwork of the women of Texas, to the 
flowers of the State, the birds, and to his­ 
torical and archicological exhibits. 
Here, 
too. will be shown a great array of pic­ 
tures illustrative ol farming in Texas, 
stock-growing, Texas history, etc. These 
pictures are to he worked out in products 
of the State, after the manner of the an­ 
cient Mexicans, who wrought historical 
pictures out of the feathers of birds, and 
much as the promoters of the Sioux City 
Corn Palace worked out theirs in the chief 
products of th at section. 
If California 
should ever act upon the suggestion of the 
Texas exhibition, she will be able to outdo 
th at State, because her products are so 
much more varied, in many respects of 
higher value, and in most things of 
greater beauty and magnitude. 


ARRESTING DECAY. 


sinks in the atmosphere. 
The process of 
application is simple, and consists of con­ 
finement of the articles in the smoke in an 
air-tight compartm ent, where the powder 
will smolder until the oxygen of the at­ 
mosphere is pretty near exhausted, and 
this may take from half an hour to an 
hour. 
The articles operated upon are then 
ready for exam ination, and are found to 
have suffered not at all in flavor or color, or 
in nutritious quality by the exposure to 
which they have been subjected. 
It is 
claimed th at one pound of the m aterial 
used will serve to “cure” a ton of meat, and 
proof is cited of a cargo of provisions of a 
very perishable character having been 
shipped to England after treatm ent by the 
new process, where the articless arrived in 
good condition, and so rem ained for a 
num ber of weeks. 
A nother case is re­ 
lated in w hich a gentlem an took delicate 
game, treated by this process, from Chicago 
‘to London in a common trunk, and the 
birds on arrival were cooked and served 
w ithout any one discovering that they 
were not fresh. 
More than this, it is 
claimed th at a person in the latter stages 
of consumption insisted upon being per 
m itted to inhale the fumes of the prepara­ 
tion used in the preserving process, and 
th at permission being hesitatingly given, 
lie did so, and frequently, and w ith re­ 
m arkably beneficial results, the patient 
claiming th at the decay of his lungs has 
been arrested and th at he is now rapidly 
advancing toward complete recovery. 
A ll 
this sounds like a fairy tale, and while in 
this day and age of discovery and inven­ 
tion it will not do to pronounce against 
any claim of inventive genius, off hand, it 
must be confessed th at the professions of the 
Chicago m an—and they go to the extent 
of claim ing th a t the hum an body after 
death may be preserved from decay in­ 
definitely by the new process— excite 
suspicion, and even suggest th at the whole 
story, as related in W estern press and re­ 
peated in the correspondence of W estern 
papers from New Y ork, where it is said 
the inventor is now at work upon his sys­ 
tem, may possibly be the creation of the 
vivid fancy of some newspaper wag.

as an exponent o f public opinion or an in­ 
terpreter of public thought. 
I t still in­ 
sists th at by refusing to recall M r. Bates 
from the Samoan Commission the Presi­ 
dent has directly insulted Germany, and 
made it likely that from being our friend 
the empire will become the enemy of the 
I nited States. 
T he weakness of such a 
statem ent is apparent. 
Moreover, it hap­ 
pened tljat Mr. Bates and Prince Bis­ 
marck early had a c h a t about the m atter of 
the Century article, and th at the Chancel­ 
lor did not consider it anything th at at 
all concerns him . 
T here was no under­ 
standing th at we should send men to the 
Berlin Commission who had formed no 
opinions upon the Samoan question. 
If 
there had been any such obligation the 
younger Bismarck could not sit upon the 
Commission under the operation of such a 
rule, nor yet two of the B ritish Commis­ 
sioners, who had expressed themselves 
freely prior to appointm ent to their trusts. 
But the Post continues to shout and moan, 
and declares th a t the Bates article con­ 
tained m atter bitterly insulting to G er­ 
many, and “ w hatever may be the result of 
the conference, it is certain th a t we shall 
have converted a friendly Power into an 
unfriendly one by an affront as unneces­ 
sary as it was ill conceived.” 
It is a m atter of official record th at all 
Mr. Bates stated in the Century article is 
fact, and th at too w ithout a particle of ex­ 
aggeration. 
The paper states no more 
than was set forth by Consul Greenebaum 
in the first p lace; by Mr. Bates in his 
official report when sent out as the Gov­ 
ernm ent agent in 1886, in the second place; 
and no more than was testified to by Con­ 
sul-General Sewall, in the third place. 
It 
sets forth no stronger charge against G er­ 
many than is laid by all the naval officers 
who have been stationed at A pia during 
the difficulty, and no more nor so much as 
Mataafa, the acting K ing, officially prefers 
against Germany. 
Y et in the face of all 
these witnesses, and th e receding steps 
Germany is taking in the m atter, we are 
treated to the spectacle of an American 
journal th a t has been ranked as leading, 
declaring th a t while the Berlin Confer­ 
ence may settle the Samoa question, it will 
not allay the Samoan irritation, and that 
we are certain to come to bad terms with 
Germany because President Harrison saw 
fit to send to Berlin to adjust the Samoan 
affair a man who understands the case, and 
has personal knowledge of the principal 
facts at issue, or involved in th e settle­ 
ment. 
The American people do not en­ 
tertain the sentim ents th at the Post con­ 
fesses are its own. 


H e demands th a t the investigation shall 
be a thorough inquiry into the whole 
business. 
The further publication of the 
Senator’s argum ent will enable us to con­ 
sider it critically, which cannot now be 
done without, to some extent, forestalling 
the expression and conclusions of the 
Senator. 
Suffice it to say for the present, 
th at the reading of so much as is this 
m orning printed of the speech, will fully 
illum inate the mind iif the reader upon 
this im portant question, and prepare it 
for deliberation upon the more argu­ 
m entative section to follow. 


I t is not often th at in the New York 
Herald we find original expression th at is 
so strong as to justify quotation and refer­ 
ence. 
The centennial occasion seems to 
have inspired th a t journal, however, for 
here we find it saying w ith something of 
the grace and vigor of Dr. H olland : “Of 
all the factors th at give real strength to 
the Republic as it enters the second cen­ 
tury of orderly governm ent the national 
conscience stands foremost.” 
Upon this 
concise and pregnant tex t it moralizes in a 
way wholly unusual for the Herald. 
T he 
paper is sound in its declaration th at the 
century makes no record for our country 
more distinguishing than that of our moral 
progress—an em inent truth. 
W e have 
not acquired by conquest, we have trodden 
down the lights of no other people, we 
have paid for all we have received, we 
have risen at the expense of no neighbor, 
we have kept the national conscience clean. 
T hat we have been able to do so is to be 
attributed to no other cause whatever than 
the system th at the fathers inaugurated, 
and th at is grounded in the declaration of 
hum an rights, and has been exemplified in 
the constitutional life of the nation. 


M r . G l a d s t o n e paid a high tribute to 
this country in response to a letter w ritten 
to him from New Y o-k in connection with 
the recent centennial celebration there. 
H e said, in assuring his correspondent of 
his sincere participation in the rejoicing 
ef Americans: “ The statesmen of the 
American revolution have taken their 
place, once for all, amongst the greatest 
political instructors of the world. 
George 
W ashington was th eir acknowledged and 
illustrious head, and to him and them I 
have long felt that I owed no trivial part 
of my own public education.” 
H e added 
this eloquent tribute, which will warm the 
American heart still more to the “ grand 
old ” B ritish statesman : 
If am ong all th e pedestals supplied by history 
for pub ic characters of extraordinary nobility 
and purity, I saw one higher th an all the rest, 
and it I were required at a m om ent’s notice to 
nam e the fittest occupant for it, I th in k mv 
choice, at any tim e during th e last forty five 
years, would have lighten, and it would low 
light, on W ashington. 


T h e New York Prohibition organ ex­ 
claims th at prohibition was defeated in 
Massachusetts because the Republicans so 
largely refused to vote. 
Heretofore the 
same paper has spared neither means nor 
energy to compass the defeat of the R e­ 
publican party. 
Now in its hour of trial 
it whines th at the party it has done its best 
to “smash,” failed to support it. 
Was 
there ever known an instance of bolder 
and more unblushing cheek? 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 


The Buffalo Repress suggests that it 
would be fitting if inauguration day were 
changed to April 30ih. So it would, for it 
would recajl the inauguration of the first 
President, th e first of Americans. The 
4th of March was chosen for inauguration 
day because it is a date least liable to fall 
on Sunday. 
But is I hat esseutial? 
If the 
new day comes on the first day of the week 
it could be provided that the inauguration 
should take place the day following. The 
value of the 30th of April is not only great 
because of its patriotic memories, but it is 
also so m uch advanced in the spring sea­ 
son that there would always be better as­ 
surance of fair weather on inauguration 
day.

A MISER’S SHARP LETTER TO 1HL 
SUPERVISORS. 


T he B oard C ondem ns th e M c­ 
C racken B rid g e—The M cCabe 
S tru ctu re to be R ebuilt. 


Mr. Greer moved that the Overseer of 
Itoad District No. 10 he instructed^ open 
the new road petitioned for by H. G. 
Smith and others, to run from the Brighton 
road into .he Monte Vista tract. Carried. 
The report of the viewers in the matter 
of the petition of F. Prothero and others 
for a new road in District No. 7 was 
adopted. 
The matter of the petition of Mrs. Alice 
M. Valensin for the opening of a new road 
to Arno, from the railroad, and the closing 
of the old one, was taken up and various 
protests heard; also, arguments on behalf 
of petitioner’s application. After a long 
discussion the matter was continued until 
the first meeting in June. 
On motion of Mr. Bates, ordered that Li­ 
cense Collector Dolan be allowed ten days’ 
leave of absence in order to attend the meet­ 
ing of the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows. 
Certain books in the office of Superior 
Judge Armstrong requiring binding, it was 
ordeied that the Printing Committee in­ 
quire into the matter. 
Complaint having been made that David 
McLanahfn had obstructed the natural 
flow of water across the lower Stockton 
road in District No. 20, the matter was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Loads and 
Bridges for inquiry and correction. 
A £ HI DOE DECLARED UNSAFE. 
J. Scott Jenkins, the expert employed to 
examine tne condition of the McCracken 
wire’bridge across the Cosumnes river, sub­ 
mitted the following report: 
To the Honorable Hoard of Supervisors of the 
County of Sacramento: In accordance with your 
instructions, I proceeded to the McCracken 
bridge, in company with Supervisor Ross. I 
lind that the foundations are in an unsafe con­ 
dition, being at least half decayed. I lind, also, 
that the cables are so near the roadway that 
they are entirely unsafe, and I recommend that 
a new structure be built, as it would cost near y 
as much to repair the present structure as it 
would to rebuild. 
J. Scott J k n k in s, 
Civil Engineer. 
On motion of Bates, the report was or­ 
dered received and placed on tile. 
Mr. Bates moved that, in consequence of 
the nature of the report, the Overseer of 
District No. 8 be instructed to post notices 
at the approaches to said bridge, warning 
people crossing the same that they did so 
at their own risk and peril. 
HEW BKIDOE TO 1)E liUILT. 
Mr. Ross otlered the following resolu­ 
tion: 
| ----- 
Whf.heas, The bridge over the Cosumnes 
river, near Live Oak, has lallen down; and 
whereas, it is a great detriment to the traveling 
public, it is deemed a public necessity, as well 
as a case oi great emergency, that the bridge be 
repaired or r econstructed at once; therefore, 
Resolved, That the Committee on Roads and 
BridgfR proceed at once to repair or reconstruct 
the bridge, and that ihe Chairman ot this Board 
is hereby instructed to enter into a contract 
with any company that is recommended by 
such committee to rebuild or repair such bridge, 
the expense ol the tame not to exceed 115,000, 
and said indebtedness not to be incurred until 
alter tee 15th of July, 1859. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 
On motion of Mr. lloss, it was ordered 
that $200 be borrowed from Road District 
No. 6, and $255 from Road District No. 18 
he placed in the fund of Road District No. 
21, to pay demands upon the latter fund. 
Several demands against certain road dis­ 
tricts were ordeied returned for informality. 
J. C. Boyd, the civil engineer appointed 
to examine into the feasibility of construct­ 
ing a canal on the lower Stockton road 
from the Louisiana tract to Sims’ lake, 
made a report, stating that the proposed 
canal was feasible and could be constructed 
at small expense. Placed on file. 
The viewers appointed on the petition of 
David Reese and others to have certain 
streets in the town of Florin declared pub­ 
lic highways submitted a favorable report, 
which was placed on file. 
DENIES THE CHARGE. 
The following communication from J. 
B. Hobson, of Iowa Hill, Placer county, 
was read and placed on file: 
Towa TTrr.i., May 9,1S39. 
To the Honorable Board of Supenisort of Sacra- 
mentó—Gentlemen : In aii article in the Sacra­ 
mento Bo of May 7th. my name appears at the 
head of u list of persons and companies charged 
with operating hydraulic mines in defiance of 
the law. The article refers to me as follows : 
"Iowa Hill nunc—runby two Chinaman, owned 
by J. B. Hobson.” 
The statement is not true, and your Informant 
is a malicious liar. I was enjoiued in 1856, and 
since that time 1 have not either directly or in­ 
directly operated a mine by hydraulic process, 
neither do I inleud to do so unless I can do so 
openly and lawfully. My Iowa Hill mine has 
not l>een worked in any way since 1886 There 
is no hydraulic pipe or rig on the miue, and 
there never has been a Chinaman employed by 
me to do any work on the Iowa 11111 mine or 
any other mine owned by me. The adjoining 
mine owned by Wm. Weisler, ajalnst whom 
bacramento county, about a year ago was in­ 
duced to bring a suit through similar false rep­ 
resentations, is engaged with one white em­ 
ploye, in taking out his old Humes and cleaning 
Iris bedrock in the same manner as he was work­ 
ing w hen a committee of your Honorable Board 
visited the mine about a year ago, and there 
has not been a Chinaman at work in Weisler’s 
claim since 18S5. I he article referred to. as it 
reads, charges me with contempt ol Court and 
the law. and does me great injustice. I most 
respectfully ask your Honorable Board to do 
me jus'ice by correcting the statement. Very

CHARLES J. TORBERT. 
A Former Sacramentan Dies From the 
Effect» ot a Fall. 
The death is announced, in San Fran­ 
cisco on Thursday night, of Charles J. Tor- 
hert, a former well-known resident of this 
city for many years. He removed hence 
to San Francisco when the railroad head­ 
quarters were changed to that city. In 
early days he was foreman of the Con­ 
fidence Engine Company, No. 1. Mr. Tor- 
bert was Private Secretary to Governors 
Downey and Stanford, and was a man of 
fine clerical ability. His wife is a sister of 
Mrs. John F. Swili and Jos. M. Wood, and 
daughter of Colonel Wood, who was Clerk 
of the Supreme Court some twenty years 
ago.

MR. CHURCH REPLIES. 
He Explains Him self in Hls Letter About 
Closing the Dives. 
E ds. R kcobd-C n io n : In reply to your 
article in this morniDg’s issue, allow me 
that say that my communication on file 
with the Clerk of the Board of Trustees 
reads as follows: 
Gentlemen: I have considered Ordinance No. 
237. No penalty is attached, and the ordinance 
is therefore inoperative. As 1 said to you last 
Monday, the general subject matter is in proper 
form, hut still it is really buncombe, so far as 
effect is concerned. The city ot Sacramento is 
a port of the county of Sacramento, and the 
county licenses cannot he ignored in consider­ 
ing this matter. You may refuse to issue city 
licenses to certain places, or you may revoke 
those already granted for good reasons, but the 
same places will, in all probability, run under a 
county license. The result of a criminal aetiou 
brought to close up disreputable places under 
such circumstances would always be doubtful. 
We now have a State law under which the keep­ 
ers of disorderly houses may be puuished. and 
it would be extremely difficult to improve this 
law by any city ordinance If the Board of 
Trustees of this city are really desirous of tak­ 
ing efleciive action towarcs ciosingupthe dives 
of said city, they ought to hold conference with 
the Board of Supervisors of Sacramento county, 
and both agree to refuse to issue auv license, 
either city or county, to any place where liquor 
is sold, which is, in the opinion of the Chief of 
Police, conducted in other than a law ful, order­ 
ly, reputable and decent manner; and, of 
course, to revoke all licenses, botli city and 
county, when such places have become disrep­ 
utable after licenses have issued. 
And I claim that vonr comments upon 
this communication, printed in your issues 
of the 7th, 9ih and 10th instants, do put me 
in a false position, and that what I have 
said in the above communicition has been 
misrepresented. Do I say there that “ so 
long as the county licenses these places, 
the city is powerless to suppress them?” 
or “ that the license issued by the Countv 
Supervisors must be regarded as superior?” 
or “ that the city cannot enforce a license 
collection or pass a regulation ordinance 
without the consent of the Supervisors?” 
or that “ a county license overrides and 
supplants the municipal license?” No! 
The communication does not discuss either 
the legal status of licenses or the power of 
the Board to suppress dives under proper 
ordinances. It was simply a bit of pru­ 
dential advice, having for its object" the 
speedy and effectual accomplishment of 
the desired ending to close the dives. 
The Board of Trustees did a neat, cour­ 
teous and commendable thing in commu­ 
nicating with the Supervisors, who de­ 
clined to take action in withholding licenses 
from dives in this city. But can anyone 
deny that they might legally have "con­ 
sented to do so? And had both Boards 
agreed to withhold all licenses, both city 
and county, to disreputable places, can any 
deny that those places would have been 
speedily and effectually squelched ? As it 
was, and now is, the city will have to kill 
the dives in Court, one by one, by the en­ 
forcement of proper ordinances anil of the 
State law. The carrying out of my sug­ 
gestions would have obviated all of these 
criminal actions, and the expense and in­ 
convenience naturally resulting therefrom. 
Hoping that this'makes my position clear, 
I am. yours, etc., 
Wm." S. Ch u rch, 
City Attorney. 
Mr. Church’s explanation is given in full. 
Since he disclaims having intended his let­ 
ter to the Trustees to be received as a legaj 
opinion, it remains only to be said that, as 
“ prndential ” advice, it was ill-conceived, 
and the effect has not been beneficial to the 
city. The municipality has but one duty 
in the premises, and that is to pursue all 
who violate its ordinances, and to borrow 
no trouble as to the possible defenses of­ 
fenders may make. The defense feared by 
Mr. Church never has been made—it never 
will be.

Promising Outlook for the Turf Club's

ABE THEY LEGAL? 


J whether or not the Sheriffs of the different 
counties were entitled to the fees which 
they received for taking convicts to the 
different State prisons and lunatics to the 
es.ylums. 
At the last session of the Legislature a 
bill was passed entitling the Sheriffs of the 
different counties to tne fees, hut hereto­ 
fore the law did not read that way, and the 
money should have been turned into the 
County Treasuries. It seems, however, 
that, for some years, a number of Sheriffs 
have been in the habit of pocketing the 
fees themselves, end the District Attorney 
asks for information on the subject. 
The Attorney-General, in his opinion, 
says that if they have been appropriating 
the fees to their own use. prior to the time 
the Act was passed this year, they have 
violated the law, and suits can be com­ 
menced and they be compelled to forfeit 
the money they received. At the present 
time, however, the Sheriffs are entitled to 
the fees.

A Steamship Company Ofejecta 
Quarantine Fee». 
Some few days ago Goodall, Perkins & 
Co. of San Francisco wrote to Attorney- 
General Johnson stating that they had been 
having considerable controversy recently 
with the Quarantine Officer at San Fran 
cisco in reference to the imposition of a tax 
by him upon the company for the privilege 
of landing freight and passengers from 
their steamers. Goodall, Perkins & Co 
think that the law under which the Quar­ 
antine Officer is actiDg is unconstitutional 
in that it does not say he must collect, but 
simply that he may collect fees. Their 
attorney did not think the fees could be 
legally enforced, and the matter was laid 
belore the Attorney-General. 
Attorney-General Johnson says that un 
der the provisions of the Political Code the 
steamers of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company and the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, though not sailing 
under a register, are liable to the quaran­ 
tine fees under Section 5020 of the Political 
Code. And as for the claim that the sec­ 
tion is unconstitutional by reason of the 
commercial clause in the Federal Constitu­ 
tion, he could not advise that such is the 
case, while be had a reasonable doubt on 
the subject. 


The Death of Young Tucker.

FEES FOR 
EN ROUTES.’1 
Some Sheriffs Have Been Unlawfully 
Pocketing Them . 
A few days ago the Diitrict Attorney of 
Tuolumne connty addressed a communica­ 
tion to Attorney-General Johnson, asking 


A D runken P ortug uese Fools W ith 
1 
a L oaded Pistol, an d it Ex­ 
plodes. W ith S ad R esult. 


About half-past 6 o'clock last evening a 
half-drunken Portuguese, who gives his 
name as Martin Lavroni, entered the little 
juDk-store on I street, near Fifth, kept by 
Charles Shoemaker, and made a proposi­ 
tion to the latter to trade him a certain 
pistol for one in his possession, offering a 
dollar “to boot.” The parties began to 
dicker over the matter, the Portuguese 
meantime fumbling with his pistol. Shoe­ 
maker turned for a moment in another 
direction, and just as he wheeled about to 
speak to Lavroni the pistol in the latter’s 
hand was discharged. 
The bullet entered Shoemaker’s right 
breast, near the nipple, and he fell to the 
floor with a cry of pain. Lavroni, seeing 
what he had done, started to run, but 
Shoemaker’s brother, who was near by, 
supposing that an attempt at murder had 
been made, seized a club and beat the 
Portuguese over the head, injuring him 
severely. He then turned his attention to 
liis wounded brother, and Lavroni escaped 
for the time beiDg. 
A carriage was called and the wounded 
man placed therein and taken to the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital and City Physician 
.Nichols summoned. 
In the meantime 
officer Simmons had found Lavroni on I 
street, near the scene of the shooting, cov­ 
ered with blood that streamed from several 
severe scalp-wonnds, and arrested him. 
The pistol, a 38 caliber Harrington it 
Richardson model, was found near the 
door of the junk-house, where it had been 
dropped or thrown by Lavroni. 
Shoemaker was placed upon a bed at the 
Receiving Hospital, and his wound expin- 
ined by Drs. Nichols and Huntington. The 
wound was pariially probed, but the con­ 
dition of the sufferer was such that it was 
deemed prudent not to probe too far. Dr. 
Nichols would not express an opinion as 
lo wheiher or not the bullet had penetrated 
the lungs, but was of the opinion that it 
had.Police Judge Buckley was sent for, and 
Shoemaker, believing ¡hat be was about to 
die, made a siatement concerning the shoot­ 
ing. Lavroni was brought into his pres­ 
ence, and the wounded man identified him 
as the person who shot him. He said, 
however, that Lavroni was drunk, and he 
(Shoemaker) believed the shooting was ac­ 
cidental. 
Lavroni was questioned in regard to the 
matter, but pretended ignorance of the 
whole affair—at least he would not admit 
that he fired the shot, accidentally or other­ 
wise. The general impression among the 
police and others is that the shooting was 
simply one of those deplorable accidents 
that so frequently result from the careless 
handling of firearms. 
At midnight last night the wounded man 
was quite comfortable, considering the fact 
that no opiates had been administered. He 
has resided in the alley between I and J, 
Second and Third streets, and has two 
brothers in this city, one of whom is quite 
a boy. The little fellow visited the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital soon after his brother was 
brought in, but his grief was of such a de­ 
monstrative character that it was found 
necessary to remove him. 
Shoemaker’s parents are dead, but he has 
a sister by the name ol Nethercott residing 
in Oakland. A brother of his was drowned 
not long ago at Napa. The probability is 
that his wound is fatal, and he thinks so 
himself.

The writer heard, one day this week, 
some new stories about that wonderful 
man, Ilenrv W. Paine, whose acute sayings 
are numbered among the world’s epigrams. 
The narrator was once a pupil of Paine’s 
in the 
Boston University I,aw School, 
where Paine lectured on real property. 
“ One day,” said this gentlemen, “ Mr. 
Paine made this remarkable statement to 
me: 
‘ J was bom on the bank of the 
Kennebec river and grew up there; vet I 
never went in swimming, put on a skate, 
played a game of cards, or borrowed a 
dollar.’ ” 
1 will leave it to my readers who are 
acquainted with the customs of Kenne- 
beckers to decide which of these four spe­ 
cifications of abstinence is the more re­ 
markable. 
“I will tell you an incident,” said this 
gentleman, “to illustrate the wonderful 
power of Paine’s memory when he was in 
his prime. 
They were exhibited almost 
daily, but never more conspicuously or 
dramatically than in this case. 
“In 1879 he visited England, and with a 
party of ladies and gentlemen, went to 
Windsor Castle. 
Although 
Paine had 
never been there before, he seemed to be 
perfectly acquainted with all the objects of 
interest on the road and in the vicinity, 
which he pointed out to his friends with 
copious comments. 
One of the buildings 
to which he called their attention was a 
house which he said once belonged to 
Lord Coke, the great English jurist. 
“ ‘Beg your pardon, sir,' said an Eng­ 
lishman standing by, who overheard,‘Lord 
Coke never lived there.’ 
“ ‘1 think I am right,’ said Paine quiet­ 
ly, ‘If my memory serves me, Lord Coke 
acquired that house by his marriage with 
his second wife, Ann Hatton.’ 
“ ‘ You’re wrong, sir.’ persisted the En­ 
glishman. 
‘ I'm a member ot Lord Coke’s 
profession, and I know.’ 
“ ‘ Well, we won’t dispute it further,’ 
said Paine, pleasantly. 
‘ W e agree as 
well as two lawyers ever do.’ 
“ Nothing more was said, but the next 
day as Paine was walking on the Strand in 
London, whom should lie meet but this 
gentleman. 
The latter took off his hat on 
seeing him, handed him his card and said : 
‘ 1 wish to l«g your pardon, sir. 
Lord 
Coke did live in that house. 
You were 
right and I was wrong.’ 
“ This was the beginning of an agreeable 
aci|uaintance. 
“ 1 rememl>er riding home in a horse-car 
with Paine one day,” continued this gen­ 
tleman. 
“ Paine was reading a sheepskin- 
bound volume of law reports. 
A mutual 
acquaintance hailed him and said : 
‘See 
here, Paine, do vou have to study law 
still ?’ 
' 
I 
“ ‘This isn't law,’ 
said Paine. 
‘ It’s 
ouly a collection of decisions of the Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Court.’ 
“ The great lawyer,” the gentleman 
went on, “ once quoted some singularly 
beautiful and appropriate verses in an im ­ 
promptu tribute to the memory of a dis­ 
tinguished jurist, the spontaneous elo­ 
quence of which kept his hearers spell­ 
bound. 
Someliody asked him where he 
found those lines. 
“ ‘ I only know,' said he, ‘that my father 
rejieated them to me over sixty years ago, 
when I was a lad. 
I never have seen or 
heard them since.’ ” 
Paine inherited his waggish spirit from 
his father, who was an inveterate joker. 
One day a W aterville citiz n, noted for 
his miserly character, asked Paine the 
elder to write an epitaph to I* placed on 
his gravestone after he should have gone. 
Paine agreed to do it, and sent him the 
following: 
“ If H eaven be pleased w hen sinners cease to 
sin, 
If heli be pleased w hen sinners enter In, 
If earth he pleased w hen dies the arrant knave 
—Then all were pleased w hen John Jinks filled 
this g r a v e l'

M r. F ro n d e's 
N ovel, 
“ T he 
T w o 
C h iefs o f D un b o y ” — M ago* 
ziites—L iterary N otes. 


“ The Two Chiefs of Don boy; or, An Irish 
Romance of the Last Century.” By Jam es 
A nthony Froude. 12mo., pp. 450. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New Y ork. W e have not 
been accustomed to associate the nam e of 
Mr. Froude with romance. T hat master of 
English has been known to us for his 
achievements as a historical writer, biogra- 
E 
ber and traveler. H e has demonstrated, 
owever, by the novel entitled above that 
his 
versatility 
in 
literature 
is 
un­ 
bounded. T he story is related to the 
turbulent 
times 
of 
Ireland 
in 
the 
m iddle of the eighteenth century. The 
subject has always had a fascination for 
Mr. Froude, and that he should gratify a 
desire he has long entertained to treat it in 
the free realm of fiction is not at all sur­ 
prising. The story is one that concerns the 
hostility between the Irish and the English 
in Ireland. The contraband traffic com­ 
merce of the period, the tribulations and 
schemes of It ish exiles give him material 
in plenty for a rom ance that fully meets 
the taste of the lover of romance, and at 
the same tim e gives him ample opportunity 
to treat freely of issues of a political char­ 
acter and relating to faiths also that have so 
long disturbed Ireland. Mr. Froude’s fin­ 
ished style gives grace and completeness to 
every page. Readers of his text would have 
very little difficulty in determ ining the 
authorship of the novel if it had not been 
announced. In a strong sense the story is 
a study of social phases, and will im ­ 
press the reader strongly because of its 
strength in that regard. 
In narrative and 
descriptive parts the brilliancy and vigor 
of the distinguished w riter are manifest. 
There is not a dull and prosy recital, nor a 
passive narrative in the book ; on the con­ 
trary, the action is sustained from the time 
we are introduced to the establishment of 
Blake & Delanv, on the Loire, down 
to the closing scenes of the rom antic 
novel. T he romance will have a wide 
reading, because of Mr. Froude's pre-em­ 
inence in the world of letters, and will ex­ 
cite 
an equal interest because of 
the 
strength, brilliancy &Dd originality of the 
story itself and the semi-historical value it 
possesses.

Dr. Talm age recently lectured in St. 
Louis, before an audience of over 3,000 
people, on the “School of Scandal.” 
The 
lecture was reported at length in the 
tilobe-Dcmoerat. 
Among other things he 
said: 
The largest school in the world was the 
school of scandal, w hich was bigger than 
any of the greatest universities ever seen. 
M any thousands had graduated at it, re­ 
ceived diplomas w ith a black seal, and had 
practiced on it day or night ever since. 
They slandered ministers, and doctors, and 
lawyers, and merchants, and State and na­ 
tional officials. 
T he newspapers N orth, 
South, East and W est were sometimes sur­ 
feited w ith them. 
But he would not like his audience to 
imagine th at he was disgruntled with the 
world, or th at he took pessimistic views of 
it. 
A ll th e fault he had to find with the 
world was th a t it treated him altogether 
too well. • B ut his friends were badly 
treated and slandered, and he often felt 
sorry for them . 
About every 2,000 years 
God turned over a new leaf in the uni­ 
verse. 
The tim e was close at hand for the 
next new leaf; he didn’t know what that 
leaf would be, but lie hoped th a t it would 
lie the emancipation and evangelization of 
all the world. 
T he best way to deal with reports of 
evil was to believe nothing unless it was 
thoroughly substantiated; and then lie 
him self always tried to persuade him self 
th at there some mistake about it. 
Take a 
pleasant view about character and make 
allowances, as Daniel O’Connell did once. 
The great Irish agitator was s|ieaking at a 
meeting and a man stood up. 
The people 
got im patient, and kept shouting “ Sit 
down,” until there was danger of a riot. 
But the more they shouted “ sit down” the 
more th at inan stood up. 
A t last O’Con­ 
nell said: “ Don’t worry. 
T hat man is 
probably standing up to rest him self; per­ 
haps lie’s a tailor and has to sit down a 
good deal.” 
A nd the man sat down. 
[Loud laugh­ 
ter.] 
Some men got such bad reputations 
that people wouldn’t even ladieve them 
when they accused themselves. 
Like a 
man who was accused of an ofiense. 
H e 
entered a plea of guilty, hut there was 
some technical difficulty and the Judge 
sent the case to the jury. 
T his body 
prom ptly found the prisoner not guilty. 
•‘ A in ’t 
you rath er stultifying your­ 
selves?” asked the Judge. 
“ T his man 
said he was guilty.” 
“ T hat’s ju st it,” replied the foreman. 
“ W e all know th at man, and lie is such a 
confounded liar th at we can’t believe a 
word he says.” 
[M uch laughter.] 
There were huge factories of lalseliood, 
and they had to run day and night because 
the demand was so great. 
Almost every­ 
body got lied about some tim e or other, 
and if any one in th e audience had escaped 
so far, he m ight attribute it to his youth ; 
his tim e would come sooner or later. Lies 
had destroyed great men and small, and a 
lie would have destroyed the man who af­ 
terward liecame the father of his country, 
if li2 had not driven it back w ith his little 
hatchet. 
[L aughter and applause.] 
Take a case of the old woman gossip. 
She gets husbands suspicious of wives, 
brothers vexed witli sisters, ministers dis­ 
satisfied with th eir congregations, and 
people dissatisfied w ith th eir pastor. 
A 
few whispers are sufficient to make people 
eye a carriage as it drives along and re­ 
mark, “Oh, we could all keep carriages if 
we didn’t pay our taxes.” 
Oh ! the poor 
waif on the street, who goes down to her 
grave despised by all, is less despicable 
than the professional tattler, the hag who 
hides her meanness and tiger’s claws witli 
an elegant shawl. 
Cursed he gossip! And 
the trouble is th at when the whole thing 
came to he inquired into, the wrong per­ 
son was always blamed. 
Suppose, for instance, a man had no 
more use for his carriage and sold it. Then 
some tattler whispers: 
“ Oh, I thought it 
would come to th a t! 
H e can’t afiord to 
keep a horse and carriage any more.” 
From this it gets to worse, and at last all 
the man’s creditors get scared, and if he 
had the capital of a national hank, he 
couldn’t w ithstand the demands made upon 
him . O lí! before a person went down the 
street aud talked scandal about the people, 
he or she had better take a box of matches 
and

knife 
and 
see 
how 
many 
houses could lie fired and 
throats cut. 
The moral assassination of a man was worse 
than his physical assassination, for what 
had a man left when his reputation had 
been whispered aw ay? 
These people ag­ 
gravated a man up to the point of profan­ 
ity, and then cursed him because he didn’t 
forthw ith sing psalm tunes. 
And if men’s characters were whispered 
away, w hat was done with regard to 
women’s reputations? 
W hy, many as 
honest a woman as the wife and sister of 
the best man in the audience had had iter 
reputation ruined by scandal, and had been 
tittle-tattled into the grave. 
Some people 
said there was no hell. 
Well, if títere 
wasn’t a hell for such persons as started 
slander with such a result, it was high 
tim e for some philan th ro p ic to step for­ 
ward and provide one. 
There was only 
one jierson who was worse than the tat­ 
tler. and th a t was the person who listened 
to him w ithout protest. 
The one held the 
hag and the other filled it. 
The receiver 
was always worse than the thief. 
People 
who desired to stop slander shouldn’t 
listen to slander, and w hat was especially 
necessary for the education of the voting, 
no slander should he perm itted at the 
family table. 
In judging a neighbor it was only fair 
to take circumstances into consideration. 
There was such a thing as good blood and 
had blood, and some people were born bad 
and never had half a chance to lie good. 
Some families had had moral twists in 
them for centuries. 
Some people were 
born liars, others were born kleptomaniacs, 
and others were horn outlaws. 
It was 
only fair to take these things into consid­ 
eration. 
Some people were born nuisances, 
and couldn’t help being nuisances, and 
always m ust lie nuisances. 
They should 
he pitied. 
H e (the doctor) once met one 
of these 
born 
nuisances 
while on a 
W estern 
tour. 
H e 
had 
to 
speak 
at 
an 
im jm rtant 
meeting, 
and 
while 
preparing 
his speech 
lie 
left 
word, lie could see no one. 
B ut a man 
insisted on coming in, and after three re­ 
fusals he was adm itted on the plea of ur­ 
gent and pressing business. 
The man 
came in and said : 
"Oh, doctor, 1 am glad to see you. 1 am 
an annihilationist and want your views on 
the subject. 
I believe the mind will go 
when the body goes. 
W hen my body dies 
my mind will die, too, aud that will lie 
the last of m e/’ 
“W ell,” replied the doctor, witli feel­ 
ing-, “I am glad to hear it.” 
[Roars of 
laughter.] 
The American Constitution laid it down 
th at all men were born equal. 
No greater

E ds R ecord-U k io s : My letter in yonr 
paper not long since has created some criti­ 
cism among a tew citizens of this and Napa 
county, wlio are persistently urging the 
construction of a road hence via R uther­ 
ford. They argue that the latter line of 
routs would pass through a rich and valua­ 
ble country, while the Cache creek road 
would meet with nothing more im portant 
than chemise until it reached the lake. 
It 
is quite easy to understand the motive of 
the Napa man, but m uch more difficult to 
fathom the reason of the Clear lake resi­ 
dent when he speaks favorably of the 
Rutherford route. 
But, whatever their 
motive, they should adhere to truthful 
statem ents. Iu my former letter I briefly- 
stated a few argum ents favorable to the 
Cache creek route, for the purpose of call­ 
ing the attention of the Southern Pacific 
Company's Directors, who were soon to 
meet and discuss their projected exten­ 
sions, w ithout attem pting to give all favor­ 
able argum ents for that route. 
In the m atter of a Clear lake railroad we 
feel an entire indifference concerning the 
wishes of Napa, or any other county, when 
we consult our own interests. As I said 
before, when we w ant to ship our produce 
we will want a road in the direction of our 
m arket, and that m arket will neither be 
Napa county nor the city of San Francisco. 
Our shipm ents will be of fruit and wine, 
and they will have to go East, via Sacra­ 
mento city, as San Francisco is already 
rnnch more than supplied. Our passenger 
travel can be as speedily accommodated by 
way of Yolo as by Napa, and w hat par­ 
ticular reason there is to advance in sup­ 
port of Napa as our way of exit I am at a 
loss to understand. 
Concerning the business that the Cache 
creek route would control, I might m en­ 
tion m any instances not noiiced in the 
former letter. There are the Knoxville, 
M anhattan and other quicksilver mines 
and interests, in the near vicinity of which 
the road would pass by wav of Cache creek 
canyon. 
Morgan valley, with its large aud 
fertile area of lands, lies on the hill above 
and near to Cache crcelc. 
There are 
Bear, Big and Little Indian and Sulphur 
cieek valleys to the north, all of which 
would be tributary to that road. Bear val­ 
ley is a large and very productive valley, 
the crops Irom which have now to be 
hauled to \\ ilhams, on the Colusa plains. 
A large patronage visits the springs at Sul­ 
phur creek every sum mer, and rich and val­ 
uable mines are constantly being worked 
there and in the near vicinity. 
It is only 
about a distance of four miles from Sul­ 
phur Spring valley to the nearest point on 
Cache creek, over most of which distance a 
good wagon road is already built. From 
Sulphur Spring valley it is only three or 
lour miles to Bear valley, over a good level 
road, and, hence, these localities would all 
contribute to the Lache cret-k road. 
It is a safe assertion to make that Bear 
valley contains more arable land than all 
the m ountain valléis b ttween Rutherford 
and the lake combined. 
That Cache creek 
road would tie our county together, while 
many hereabouts believe" with me that a 
Rutherford route would never find Lower 
lake. Iu the latter event we don’t want 
any road, or, at least, any of that kind. We 
are very sure that when the railroad com ­ 
pany becomes fully advised iu the prem ­ 
ises, and consult their own best interests, 
that the short and easy route—by way of 
Cache creek canyon—will be selected as a 
continuation ct the Capay road alreadv 
built.

LONDON’S DISABLED IIORSES. 


M an y o f T h e m E a te n by S tre e t G a m in s 
in SaL'dwicliei. 
V.’. II. Ross, secretary to H arrison & 
B aiber, horse-slautrhterers, told a Pall Mult 
Gazelle reporter the other day th at they 
have seven slaughter-houses in the m etro­ 
politan area, the largest being th at in the 
York road, Camden Town. 
They slaugh­ 
tered 25,006 horses a year. 
W hen a horse 
broke a iimb or sustained other irrem edi­ 
able injury on the street the police at once 
communicated w ith th eir nearest depot 
The company had frequently been charged 
w ith cruelty in allowing maimed horses to 
lie about for hours before sending men to 
end their sufferings. 
The tru th was they 
were very particular in this respect, and if 
such delays occurred it was through no 
fault of theirs. 
W as horseflesh much used 
for food? 
Yes, to a considerable extent, 
he 
should 
say. 
T heir 
charter 
did 
not 
allow 
of th eir 
selling 
horseflesh 
for 
food 
purposes, 
but 
there 
were 
such 
establishments 
in 
the 
city. 
H e had him self eaten horse meat in 
France, and at the company’s annual din ­ 
ner it was served to the guests, some of 
whom , declared 
they would not have 
known it from beef had they not been 
told. 
Fine, fat horses were slaughtered 
every week, horses th at were perfectly 
sound, except for some accidental injury, 
and lie saw no reason why this flesh 
should not be eaten. 
He hail often seen 
street gamins b u y a slice of dried horse­ 
flesh, place it between two bits of bread, 
and eat it as a sandwich .' <)f course, most of 
the prepared horseflesh ¡passed under the 
name of cats’ meat, but it seemed incred­ 
ible that the cats could consume it all. 
Every part of the horse was pu t to some 
use—flesh, hide, hair, hoofs and bones. 
Now th at (and .Mr. Ross held up a small 
vial of beautifully transparent oil) was 
horse oil. 
One would scarcely think such 
oil as th at could be got from the horse. 
'I hose other bottles contained oils of infe­ 
rior quality. 
They were used for lubricat­ 
ing ¡purposes and (or soap-making. 
Most 
soaps nowadays contain horse grea «. 
Armed with a cigar ami an order from 
the Secretary of the company, our re­ 
porter made his way to the premises in 
\ oi l: road. 
The obliging manager said 
they had had only four horses in to-day. 
But about i,$0O were slaughtered here an­ 
nually. 
Most- of the animals were cab, 
’bus or tram horses. 
The establishment 
turned Nut about twenty-tons of horseflesh 
every week. 
They had forty-six dead and 
twenty-one live horses in now. 
They con­ 
tracted with the various cab,’bus and tram 
companies for injured horses at tiiirtv sh il­ 
ling.. each, alive or dead. Most of tlie live 
horses they got in were injured internally 
by overwork or tailing. 
A few were gone 
with congestion of the lungs. 
The work 
of slaughtering went on day and night, 
there being two gangs of men for th at pur- 
¡Kise. 
Horses were killed at night by 
three “knackers.” 
Fifteen horses were 
considered a good night’s work. 
The suf­ 
ferings (pf the poor brutes were soon at an 
end, as they were rendered insensible by a 
Mow front a heavy ax.— Pal! Mail Gazette.
